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WANTED, for just one day, in just one court case, an honest 
judge to make one honest decision, because the legal system has 
been warped with twisted ideas.

Almost 
ten years ago, I was 
told not to expect 
justice within the 
Australian court 
system. Some fine 
and good people 
said, “The court does 
not deal in justice, 
only the law”, I was a little shocked by this, but consoled myself 
with the thought that if it was true, and that they were bound by 
the law, then I could use that law to protect myself. I expected 
that if I merely asked that the law be applied, then I would be 
satisfied. 








The administration of the law is constantly being eroded by the 
influence from monied interests and parliament. The judiciary 
protects the political correctness of the manufactured public 
opinion without realising that real public confidence in the 
integrity of the courts has fallen so low, that the public would 
prefer to have Mickey Mouse as the judge sitting over them 
because they feel he would be more honest and logical. The High 
Court seems to have an agenda of its own making which is 
leaving the Constitution behind. The High Court forgets that it 
is the Constitution that is sovereign, not the Court. The general

and failed miserably, and now bitching about a system that, as a 
layman, he cannot hope to compete with or understand. Well, in 
my case, that is not the true picture. The only cases I have ever 






lost are ones that solicitors and barristers have run for me. I, on 
the other hand, have had plenty of decisions go against me, but 
where I have put the effort in, I have not yet lost one. Some of 
them have been going for over a year and are now in the rarefied 
air of the High Court, but except for one case in which the full 
Court of Appeal in the Supreme Court would not allow me to 
represent myself, the others I have started are either still going, 


or I have. won. I have won four cases outright, plus an 
interlocutory decision against the National Bank in the Federal 
Court, and that case is still proceeding, and I have a lot still going 
that I intend to win. 

To be honest, I have seen more ‘injustice’ meted out to others 
rather than to myself, in cases that I have particularly gone to 
observe, or have had the fortune to observe whilst I have been 
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awaiting my turn at the executioners block. I have also read 
hundreds of transcripts of other cases and read thousands of 
decisions that have been handed down by these cretins whom our 
tepresentatives select to be Solomon over us all. Some brave 
souls like Alan Skyring and Dennis Stanbridge have been beating 
the doors of this unjust tyranny for years, Alan for at least fifteen 
years. I’m only a late starter, but have, I suppose, made up for it 
by having had a great intensity of cases over the last three years 
since Lock Stock and Barrel propelled me into the court system.

Worse still is that knowing that the law is corrupt, assists 
in the further decay in the upholding of the natural moral law 
within our community. “If you know the police, the legal 
profession and the courts are on the take, why not me?” is how 
they rationalise it out. 


RIGHT IS MIGHT, NOT MIGHT IS RIGHT 


The law in all countries, is one of the top ten items that affect all 
of our lives. Most of us try to steer clear of it, most think of it as 
only a traffic offence, and that good people don’t need the police 
or law courts, What I am referring to is the law that governs us 
in all aspects of our lives, and consider what our needs are in life 
-air, water, food, shelter and defence. As soon as you get 
involved in the second one, water, the law starts to get involved. 
When you get into food it gets tougher, but when it gets to shelter 
and defence of life, well the law looms like a sleeping tiger ready 
to gobble anyone who tries to buck the status quo. If right was 
might, instead of might being right, then we would have nothing 
to write about, but it isn’t!

We are also affected by 
judge-made law, the law of one 
judge following the decision of 
judges preceding them on what 
they consider similar cases. 
There are also council by-laws, 


railways and Telecom, but the 
only laws that seem to count in 
todays courts are judge-made precedent laws. I have observed 
judges making their decisions as soon as they hear of a precedent 
being offered by either party. Its’ great for them - no 
responsibility. Even if the present case that they are looking at 
only has the faintest resemblance to an issue or an argument ina 
previous case, the judge will immediately fit it into that box. 
That’s all that he considers he has to think about, no matter if you 
remind him that your case is different, or that common law, 
natural right and wrong are on your side, that even Blind Freddy 
could tell that justice was on your side, that it was in the plain 
language of the Australian Constitution, that no Australians 
should suffer under slavery, that legislative law, a statute from 
the Australian parliament which had not been repealed and was 
there for all to see on the statute books, showed that you were 
quite within your rights, and that whichever government 
department was screwing you, was breaking the law. 


WE HAVE SCREWED THOUSANDS LIKE 
YOU, GET IN THE QUEUE 


There will be a precedent of them screwing and breaking another 
poor Australian before you, and because the judge made that 
decision then, that struggling predecessor of yours more than 
likely had all that he owned ripped off him by the legal system, 
and had nothing left to fight the appeal with, Similarly, that 
judgement will not be overturned and you will suffer the same 
fate. In fact, your defeat will be added to the list, so that like a 
trophy head list, the crown solicitor will trot it out, the 
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government department will use your failure to help blast the 
next poor Australian who tries to stand up for his rights and 
appeal to the law of the land, and to what is in writing in black 
and white in the legislative statute law framed by your 
representatives to parliament. You have to wonder why the 
parliamentarians think of themselves as the law givers (or 
takers), they are not, it’s the judges. All the parliament does is 
pick the judges and allocate money. 

The injustice list is lengthy, but here are some highlights. 
1)You live in the country, the government department or bank 
will summons you in the city courts so that you have to drive, 
maybe four hours, just to attend and try to defend yourself. No 
car? Come on the train! Don’t come and they find against you 
and send the sheriff to take away you or your property. 

2)You live in the country and you want to file your documents. 
You cannot file in your local Magistrates Court if your case is 
for any of the other courts, even though it is an approved home 
of ‘justice’. You cannot file by mail even though another 
government approved body, namely the Post Office, could in 
theory deliver the papers safely and get an approved signature 
for doing so. No, you have to get in a car and drive for hours to 
get your paperwork into the court in the city in person. 

3)In the Supreme Court Rules, you must have an address within 


10 kim of the court for service of papers, or 
the other side is not obliged to notify you 


that you are in court on a certain day. In 
effect, this means that they could hold a 
hearing without you, and you lose by 
default. 

A)When you are trying to defend yourself, 
or maybe just trying for an Appeal, the 
judge might say, “I think it is unfair that you 
can defend yourself at very little cost, yet 
the Taxation Commissioner or the 
government department has to pay the costs 
of a professional QC, barrister and a 
solicitor. That is definitely unfair, you will 
have to pay $5000 in to court and get 
yourself a barrister at least. We do not have 

to give you leave to represent yourself as they have done in the 
lower courts.” 

5)The judge says, “If you didn’t know that you could 
counter-claim in the other courts, and you did not know that the 
government was stealing from you, don’t give me that chicken 
before the egg thing, it doesn’t matter. If you didn’t counter 
claim at the start, you can’t counter-claim now. Not knowing is 
no defence.” 

6)The judge says, “You are not a fit and proper person, nor are 
you a special person, you are just an ordinary person. You cannot 
take the government to court.” 

‘7)Registrar clerks making decisions on cases at the counter when 
you try to file papers. They have been known on many occasions 
to refuse to accept paper-work or file in the normal way because 
THEY have made the decision. 

8)You have to pay to get a transcript of the court case, but don’t 
be fooled into thinking that it will detail what was actually said 
in court. What is in the transcript is what the judge later decides 
he meant to say!!

WHENEVER LAW ENDS TYRANNY BEGINS 


They have been asked repeatedly to uphold the Constitution, to 
uphold all the laws of Australia, they have been instituting this 
slow revolution for years.

‘the New World Order” so much 
discussion has centred around the United 
States, and the life and times of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt. The answer is not 
simple, but if you think hard about which 
large, upfront force (not the backroom 
scene) has exerted power over the latter 
part of this century, the United States 
would have to be somewhere in the 
statement, and the man that put the United States for better or 
worse into that position, was Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Was 
it for visionary gleam, or for his ‘glory’? 

This chapter will hopefully supply interesting background 
information which is necessary to help understand the forces that 
were present for the opening scene of: 


THE SECOND WAR OF BRITISH 
SUCCESSION | 

At the time of Franklin’s inauguration as President of the United 
States in 1933, the United States’ defence was dependent for its 
security on the world super power of the time, Great Britain. The 
Union Jack flew serenely over one quarter of the earth’s arable 
surface: in Europe, Asia, Africa, north, central and south 
America, Australia, Oceania and the West Indies. The sun 
literally never set upon the British Empire. 1t commanded the 
allegiance of 485 million people, and if you wanted to suggest 
stability, you said, ‘solid as the Rock of Gibraltar’ or ‘as safe as 
the Bank of England’. With the pound sterling worth $US4.86, 
it seemed there was no doubt in the strength of their currency.

Power at that time was not a massive military munitions 
complex, ora massive army; Great Britain had little ofthat. What 
she had were ships, and virtually no significant world waterway 
was free from the naval influence of Great Britain. Gibraltar, 
Suez Canal, the Gulf of Aden, the Straits of Singapore, the Cape 
of Good Hope and Hong Kong -even the Straits of Magellan were 
under the watchful eye of the Admiralty from its naval station * 
the Falkland Islands, The American owned Panama Canal was 
under the protection and observation of the British Caribbean 
Squadron. Britannia ruled the waves and the world! 

On the other hand, the United States’ military position at that 
time was woeful, although immense in comparison with 
Australia today. The USA had the sixteenth largest army in the 
world, after Czechoslovakia, Turkey, Spain, Romania and 
Poland. If every man could get on parade, they had 132,069 
service men. It might seem they could have given Yugoslavia a 
hard time, with 138,934 men, but in reality they would have been 
torn to pieces because most of the US Army was committed to 
desk work, patrolling the Mexican border, or protecting US 
possessions abroad, and it left the Chief’ of Staff with a mere 
30,000 men (still immense by Australian standards). Fortune 
magazine called it the ‘worst equipped’ in the world, and no one 
disputed it (they obviously hadn’1 looked at Australian 
equipment, had they?). In a crisis, the US Army could have 
fielded 1,000 tanks (obsolete), 1,509 old aircraft, and a single 
regiment classed as mechanised which had been organised at 
Fort Knox, and was led by cavalry men, whose horses were still 
equipped with mustard-gas boots and capes. 


PLANNING HIS LEADERSHIP 
How could Franklin conquer the world with this? And now he 
was President, that was his intention. He had watched how close 
Woodrow Wilson had come te being World President of the 
League of Nations. Being Assistant Secretary of the Navy at the

time, and travelling with Woodrow to Europe to the peace talks 
in 1918, and later with the League of Nations, he had made notes 
on Woodrow’s mistakes. He thought he could do it right, 
second-time around. Franklin’s next problem was that although 
he had the richest country, largest industrial capacity and the 
largest consumer market, his people wanted no part in any wars 
in overseas countries. 

Since the Napoleonic War, Waterloo in fact, and the following 
Treaty of Vienna, the British Empire had dominated most of the 
world. Naturally they did not want to stand down and hand it 
over. Germany was growing in strength, and Russia, though 
trimmed by Stalin’s massive purges, had the largest armed forces 
in the world. Even Italy was stretching it’s muscles, and Japan 
was putting its boots on, ready to take over where the tired old 
Brits had left off. Behind Britain’s back was the sleeping giant 
(with one eye open); the United States of America. 


PRELIMINARIES TO ROOSEVELT’S MAIN 
GAME -WWIL 

‘When we consider the reasons why World War II was 
orchestrated (there being no doubt it was - it was no accident, 
there were too many threads in the web) it was like a symphony 
orchestra being conducted by someone the musicians could not 
see, causing them all to play different parts of the same tune, 
Different noises in different countries, but the tune was the 
macabre dance of death for 64 million people.

In 1923, Franklin Roosevelt wrote a book. He had been Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy and was well informed on international 
and naval affairs. The book was titled, “Shall We Trust Japan?” 
In the book he mentioned that in his long term of office in the 
Naval Department, his chief duty was to prepare for the war with 
Japan. He mentioned that long before the turmoil of 1914 had 
centred events elsewhere, an American/Japanese war was 
prophesied by all long-term naval planners. During these years, 
there had been a naval race between the two but after the 1921 
Washington Naval Conference, Japan had based it’s security on 
the Anglo-American powers. Franklin thought that this was great 
and that there was enough commercial room to spare for both 
Japan and the USA in the future. What he was talking about, was 
that they had been slicing the cake of the Asian markets into areas 
of influence, and he was happy, and he thought Japan would 
always be happy as long as it did as it was told. Japan produced 


























7% of it’s own oil, imported 80% from the USA and the rest from 
the Dutch East Indies. 


SHARING THE FORTUNES 
In 1933, the year that Hitler and Roosevelt came to power, 65% 
of American industry belonged to 600 companies. 1% of the 
population owned 59% of the wealth in America. 
In 1934, 125 million acres of arable land had been blown away 
and another 100 million acres were doomed. The plains were 
threatened by famine, there had been a long drought and then 
great storms had blown the soil away. The drought and winds 
continued through to 1935, ‘black rolling smoke’, people wore 
dust masks and for three weeks the street lighting was on day and 
night in Oklahoma City. Rex Tugwell, one of Franklin’s ‘brains 
trust’ adviser socialists, came out and said, “..,that the drought 
had been an ironic blessing - it had helped reduce embarrassing 
surpluses of wheat.” 
Franklin’s New Deal AAA Acreage Reduction Program found 
that it had nothing to do as the weather conditions ensured that 
the farmers had to leave the land. The smal] farmers had to go, 
no-one would buy their meagre belongings so they took to the 
road in old rattle trap Model Ts and looked for a greener land.

International Banks. The pay office 
was the German office of Sullivan and 
Cromwell, the German banker’s name 
being Baron Kurt von Schroeder (great friend of Max Warburg). 
The American bank, the money provider, was J. Henry Schroeder 
and John Foster Dulles, the senior partner of Sullivan and 
Cromwell, was the paymaster. They had offices in the USA, 
Berlin and Frankfurt. The distributors of the American money 
for Hitler was a group called the ‘Quartet’, the Mendelsohn Bank 
of Amsterdam was also channelling money into Hitler’s 
propaganda campaign. The owners behind the Schroeder Banks 
were the Warburgs family, American and German side, the 
owner behind them was Jacob Schiff, and the owners behind him 
were the Rothschilds. Both Jacob and Max Warburg had grown 
up and served apprenticeships with the Rothschild banks. 

John Foster Dulles hada brilliant career in the Council of Foreign 
Relations, and became the United States’ Secretary of State. His 
brother, Allen Dulles, worked for the OSS in World War II. 
After the war, he was rewarded and made the Director of the CIA 
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holding that post for many years. In the early thirties, the same 
banking houses were supplying Hitler and were also supplying 
vast sums of money to the coffers of the Kremlin and the White 
House. The big bankers put the down payments on World War 
II, they ‘fuelled the fires’, so to speak. Hitler was also receiving 
instructions from his theosophy connections, Annie Besant and 
Madame Helena Blavatsky (LS&B edition 9), both Fabians.

One afternoon in June 1932, an open car 
appeared in a Munich hotel to pick up two 
officials of IG Farben, the huge German 
chemical combine. One man, a chemist, 
and the other a public relatidns man, were 
then driven to the private apartment of 
Adolf Hitler. Hitler was not yet in power, 
but had 20% of the seats in the Reichstag, 
and looked likely to increase them in the 
coming elections. IG Farben had sought 
this interview with Hitler to attempt to end 
the propaganda campaign he had waged 
against their company, calling it ‘an 
exploitive tool of the international 
financial lords’ and ‘the money mighty 
Jews’, He attacked the company because Jewish people owned 
and ran the senior positions of IG Farben. 


INTERNATIONAL BANKS ALWAYS 
PROTECT FREE TRADE! 


The Nazis called it ‘Isadore G Farben’, They also criticised it 
for gaining tariff protection for it’s synthetic fuel production. 
‘The tariff put up the price of imported petroleum and the National 
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John Foster Dulles in Berlin with the senior partners 
of Sullivan & Cromwell. 


Socialist disagreed with the policy at the time and promoted free 
trade. (Sounds familiar!) 
IG Farben wanted to point out to Hitler the advantages of having 
their own oil production. Hitler was late for the meeting, he 
intended to. give the two IG Farben representatives thirty 
minutes, but he became so engrossed in the discussion that he 
spent two and a half hours with them. Mesmerised by his own 
visions, Hitler did most of the talking and lecturing about his 
“gar i) plans to motorise Germany 
with autobahns, He asked 
technical questions about 
synthetic fuels, and assured 
the two men that such fuels 
would fit perfectly into his 
overall plan for a new 
Germany. “Today” he told 
them, “an economy without 
oil is inconceivable in a 
Germany which wishes to 
remain independent. 
Therefore, German motor 
fuel must become a reality, 
even if this entails 
sacrifices. Therefore, it is 
urgently necessary that the 
hydrogeneration of coal be continued.” He promised to halt the 
press campaign, and to keep the tariff protection for synthetic 
fuels in place once the Nazis came to power. For it’s part, IG 
Farben promised to deliver what the Nazis wanted - campaign 
funds. They all thought Hitler was very reasonable. Germany’s 
rise to a world power had been built on the basis that they had an 
abundance of high quality coal, and did not have to import it. 
Hitler was well aware that to be dependent on the import of oil 
was a crucial inhibition to his planned independent military 
activities. Oil independence would be essential in re-building the 
German economy, and his ambitions. 


THREAT OF FUEL INDEPENDENCE 
IDENTIFIED 

Prior to this, way back in 1926, Frank Howard, the head of 
Research at Standard Oil (Rockefeller) visited IG Farben’s 
Leuna works. He was so impressed that he immediately fired off 
a telegram to Standard Oil president, “I think that this matter is 
the most important which has ever faced the company since the 
company faced dissolution .... this means absolutely the 
independence of Europe in the matters of gasoline supply.” 
Walter Teagle, the current president, alarmed, rushed to Europe 
and visited the Leuna works. “I had not known what research 
meant until I saw it, we were babies compared to the work I saw.” 
Teagle and Howard and other Standard Oil executives which 
encompassed Mobil, Esso, Exxon, Chevron and Amoco, 
hurriedly gathered at a Heidelberg hotel room, ten miles from the 
IG Farben works. They concluded, Howard later recalled, that_ 
the hydrogeneration process might be more significant than any 
other technical factor ever introduced into the oil industry up to 
this time. “Here in the laboratories of IG Farben was a clear 
threat to Standard’s business.” 
Even though at the time of development, synthetic oil was dearer 
to produce, the nationalistic factor would lead to

hydrogeneration being made the foundation of a protected 
manufacturing industry. Many countries willing to increase 
tariffs on imported oil, could use that money to subsidise the 
development of the synthetic fuel. Thus markets could 
eventually be closed to imported crude and refined products. 
Standard could not afford to sit by and let this happen. Standard 
Oil bought the patent rights for the hydrogeneration process 
outside of Germany for thirty-five million dollars. That 
successfully stopped any other country from using it. This first 
deal involved a 2% share swap in one another’s company. In 
1930, they established a joint company to share developments in 
the chemical-oil field. 


COMPLETE CO-OPERATION 


Later IG Farben proved that it could supply high-quality aviation 
gasoline, winning them massive support from the Luftwaffe. 
The German army also lobbied the government to support the 
development as they were aware of how an uncertain oil supply 
could affect their forward planning. Hitler came to power with 
this dawning of the German 
motor age and with it came plenty 
of foreign investment. Opel who 
then and always was, General 
Motors, Firestone, Coca Cola. 
The Ford Motor Co in Cologne 
was part owned by IG Farben, as 
was Ford in Detroit, the General 
Aniline and Film Corporation of 
the USA, Bayer, and another 
American IG Farben/Rockefeller 
company named after Winthrop 
Rockefeller was Winthrop 


Chemical Corporation. The 
development work on the 
German military cipher 
communication machine 


‘Enigma’, was done by the 
German subsidiary company of 
the United States company, ITT 
(International Telephone and 
Telegraph Company). 
project and it’s other work in 

German arms supplies (Focke-Wulff) was handled by Dr Alois 
Westrick, and he was joined on the German Board of Directors 
by that famous German banker, Baron Kurt von Schroeder. He 
was later elevated to be the treasurer of the Gestapo, and a general 
in the SS security service. 


WHOSE SIDE WERE THEY ON? 
Later, during WWII, the fall of France to Hitler’s forces was 
celebrated at a party at the Waldorf Astoria in Manhattan, hosted 
by Dr Alois Westrick. It was paid for by Reinhard Heydrich 
from SS intelligence, and in attendance was Colonel Sosthenes 
Behn from ITT, James Moody from General Motors, Edsel Ford 
from Ford, and Ralph Bever Strasserbuger who had large 
investments in Germany. Of all the companies dealing with 
Germany, you didn’t have to scratch too deep to find a 
Rothschild, Rockefeller, or Standard Oil. a

BSC SUSPICIONS CONFIRMED 
William Stephenson, (Intrepid - his code name) the director of 
British Security Coordination (BSC), went after these companies 
with a vengeance, but found that he was chasing his own 
landlord, Nelson Rockefeller. 
Franklin Roosevelt, in the early days of the war, had made Nelson 
Rockefeller the co-ordinator of inter-American Affairs, a 
forerunner to the OSS and a sister organisation to the Council of 
Foreign Relations, (see LS&B edition 15 part 9 - The CFR is 
Born). Nelson had his headquarters in the Rockefeller Centre in 
Manhattan, as did the FBI Liaison office, and the BSC. When 
William Stephenson traced all the companies dealing with 
Germany through IG Farben to Standard Oil, back to the 
Rockefeller who had his office on the floor above, and owned 
the building he was situated in, well a lot of thought went on as 
to what they could actually do about it! By this time, Stephenson 
knew of IG Farben’s involvement in slave labour camps, mass 
extermination techniques, involvement with the German nuclear 
bomb program, and had information of IG Farben’s 
special intelligence section known as NW7 which 
worked hand in glove with the economic section of 
German intelligence. 
At this very time, a vice-president of the Standard Oil 
Corporation was thrilled by his negotiated deal with IG 
Farben that if war broke out between Germany and the 
United States, IG Farben would assign 2,000 foreign 
patents to Standard so that each could supply their own 
side’s territory, business would be as usual, and profit 
would be made by each partner. 


THE SAD JOKE 


The action that was taken by William Stephenson was 
to produce a book called “Sequel to the Apocalypse: 
How your Dimes pay for Hitler’s War”. Standard Oil 
executives offered a considerable fortune in hard cash, 
no questions asked, to anyone who would identify the 
source of the book, Nobody ever claimed the reward. 
The book detailing IG Farben/Standard Oil 
collaboration, was printed in Camp X, Toronto, 
Canada and smuggled into the USA by BSC. It 
exposed the complicated corporate structure and 
charted the links from Germany to dozens of companies in the 
USA including Ford. It omitted any reference to Farben’s 
interest in gas chambers, or German atomic bomb research, and 
did not mention that it was the principle shareholder in a 
Norwegian plant producing ingredients for the German atomic 
bomb projects. 


THE SAD PUNCH LINE 

Nelson Rockefeller had the book distributed by his 
inter-American Affairs’ contacts all over the Americas. 

Was this done to get BSC off the hook, to make it look like it 
was doing something? Was it a gradualist plot to bring it into 
the political arena and so be a case of, “Well everyone knows 
that, don’t they?” Whatever, it was brought out into the open, 
the shock successfully dissipated, and those corporations were 
never inhibited at all; everything had been done legally, but 
below the board. 
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Meanwhile, Franklin took the Oath of Office for the second time 
on 20th January 1937. The problems were immense, but he was 
a tightrope walker. Before the election he had talked with his 
treasurer, Henry Morgenthau, about the possibility of a fascist 
takeover in the USA. Didn’t he know that the country had been 
taken over by the Federal Reserve plot in 1913? Of course he 
knew, and he also knew that he was only a player in their game. 
He knew that all of his country’s woes would seem irrelevant if 
he could unite and capture public opinion. All the fiercest 
Roosevelt haters would swing in line if the nation faced an 
outside enemy, a major war would serve as it did for President 
Wilson. To dissolve the fury, he needed a war. He was also 
astute enough to realise that the catalyst of war was so powerful 
that it had the power to overcome nationalism.

Pursuance of this 
policy eventually meant that he on-loaned these funds at a profit, 
and this was largely done through the National City Bank of New 
York, where large portions of the cash originated. This bank was 
tun by James Stillman, who was an agent for the Rothschilds. 
John D Rockefeller’s bank dealing grew so vast that he went into 
buying banks, but the people who gave John D Rockefeller a start 
in life were the Rothschilds. Behind his competitor JP Morgan, 
were the Rothschilds, behind James Stillman were the 
Rothschilds, behind Jacob Schiff were the Rothschilds, behind 
the Warburg and Schroders were the Rothschilds, behind the De 
Beers diamond organisation were the Rothschilds.

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FREEDOM FIGHTERS STILL RESISTING 
INDONESIANS 


The propaganda reiterated by the Indonesian generals about 
reduction of their forces in East Timor, due to the suppression of 
the Timorese National Guerilla Army, the “FALINTIL’ (East 
Timor National Liberation Armed Forces), is a lie. They are 
desperate to take the world’s spotlight off their systematic 
genocide of the Timorese people, and do not mind throwing the 
occasional press conference to manipulate the media. 

The Indonesian authorities have launched propaganda on troop 
reductions to con the world on Timor's stable situation by 
minimising the existence of the guerilla. However, in 
spite of the reduced number of FALINTIL, they do 
exist and the military authorities cannot ignore this 
fact! The inconsistent Indonesian propaganda of “SO. 
fugitives in the Eastern Point” in 1979, “five hundred 
fugitives” in 1984/85, “ninety remnants” in 
December ‘93 and “two hundred” just two months 
later in February ‘94, is only indicative that 
FALINTIL, although reduced in numbers, does 
actively exist as the armed opposition and they 
constitute a permanent threat to the ‘stability’ 
portrayed by the Indonesians. This reality, has forced 
Indonesian generals to implement a series of military [aii 
operations aiming at the total extermination of the 
guerilla units. 


NOT EXACTLY A LIGHTWEIGHT 
EXCURSION 


In East Timor, there are currently thirteen (13) 
Indonesian infantry battalions, not including the armed 
Indonesian natives, eight to ten thousand full-time active troops 
in ‘744’ and ‘745” battalions, the RPKAD/Nangalas, the ABRI 
MASUK DESA - which have soldiers present in every camp and 
whose primary role is defensive. 

There are also elite companies of native Timorese, made up of 
captured or surrendered turncoats who received training, the 
so-called TIM SERA in Baucau, TIM ALFA in Lospalos, TIM 
SAKA in Kelikai and TIM MAKIKIT in Vikeke - a total of one 
battalion which operates autonomously. There are also 
companies of civil engineers known as ZIPUR. There are also 
the para-military forces, specialised forces known as anti UNA 
URA and the police. 


MILITARY OPERATIONS 


Invading forces continue to intensify their military operations in 
the entire territory of East Timor, combining several types of 
actions. They attack areas where there are guerillas, and also 
adjacent areas which they occupy before guerillas make an 
impact. 


Indonesians exercise 
in Australia 








In the Eastern point, in the area enclosing the eastern part of 
Mount Matebian and Tutuala, the Indonesians armed forces 
launched a series of major operations from late April to June 10, 
using four and a half battalions. The aim was to recapture their 
arsenal, previously captured by the guerillas during an operation 
mounted by Unit 1 of FALINTIL which is based there. The 
guerillas mounted an attack against a platoon of 503 battalion in 
the jungle of Lore on 16th April. It resulted in the death of 4 
Indonesian soldiers and the capture of four Belgian made FNC 
machine guns. 

In the central regions, in the quadrant between Dili/Betano and 
Baucau/Vikeke, in early June the Indonesians 
implemented several military operations prior 
to the conference in Manila. The aim was to 
stop any action in support of the Manila 
conference. They combined simultaneous 
major operations with complex diversion 
manoeuvres in their attacks against the 
positions of the guerillas in the area. In these 
operations, battalions 327, 408 and 431 
mounted attacks in the areas between 
Manatuto/Soibada/Natar Bora and the areas 
between Baucau/Vikeke, with support given 
by units of 745 and companies from Tim Sera, 
Makikit and Saka. 

Major military operations and 
| counter-gucrilla attacks were also mounted in 
the western strip of the road connecting 
Soibada/Natar Bora and Same against the 3rd 
military unit of FALINTIL operating in that 
region. 


GUERILLA OPERATIONS 


In the strip of Soibada/Natar Bora and Same, several guerilla 
operations were mounted against the Indonesian occupiers. 
Combining actions to destabilise the areas adjacent to and in the 
rear of the enemy’s positions, with political consciousness work 
and dissemination of information wherever possible, including 
those where the guerilla presence was hardly felt, the guerillas 
managed to destabilise the enemy not only politically, but 
militarily. Those actions forced the Indonesian enemy to review 
its tactics and actions. It desperately tried to utilise its advantages 
in military equipment, artillery and air power to neutralise the 
efforts of the Timorese guerillas. 

On 31st January, the guerillas launched an attack against an 
enemy position located in Bandarime/Luca, about eleven 
kilometres from Vikeke, resulting in the death of one soldier 
from 408 battalion and another wounded. On the same day, a 
guerilla unit destroyed another enemy’s position in Leulua, in 
the vicinity of Luka about ten kilometres west of Vikeke, 
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resulting in the death of four Indonesian soldiers from 408 
battalion. 

On 2nd February, a guerilla unit destroyed an enemy post in Tula 
Asu, west of Vikeke-on the road to Bicarin, resulting in the death 
of two Indonesian soldiers and wounding three, all from 408 
battalion. 

On Sth March, a team of Unit Il of FALINTIL attacked a vehicle 
of the Indonesian enemy’s forces in the outskirts of Laleia, but 
the number of wounded could not be confirmed. The following 
day, the same team eliminated an enemy soldier and captured his 
SP-2, including accessories. On 17th March, another team 
attacked an enemy patrol in the area of Camp of Uato 
Lari/Vemassi resulting in the death of one enemy soldier of 431 
battalion. 

On the evening of 24th April, Unit II of FALINTIL mounted a 
massive surprise attack on an enemy position near Natar Bora. 
However, due to the darkness and the reinforcements received 
by the enemy, it was not possible to capture weapons. Only eight 
enemy soldiers were killed and four wounded. Two Timorese 
guerillas were also killed, 


Currently, 712 and 124 battalions 
and one company of 745 battalion 
are operating in the areas of 
Kailaku, Hatolia, Marobo of 
Bobonaro and Fatu Besi. Two 
companies of 503 battalion are 
currently operating in the areas of 
Liquisa, Maubara and Bazartete. 
Inthe south, 727 and 512 battalions 
are operating in the areas of Ainaro, 
west of Same and Zumalai, 

On 31st May, ina massive attack in 
the area of Fatu Naru/Zumalai, the 
guerillas killed two soldiers of 727 
battalion and wounded three. On 
10th June, at Luli south of Atsabe, 
in a counter-attack against the 
enemy, the guerillas of Unit IV of 
FALINTIL, chased the enemy out 
of their positions under intense 
shooting, to the area of Laclo. Three soldiers of 712 battalion 
were wounded, 
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TERROR TACTICS 


The Indonesian military use terror to control the population. One 
example of a recent crime committed by the Indonesian military 
mirrors the terror in East Timor. 

Tn Hato Lia, in ‘Kampung’ of Manu Kate of the suco/Desa of 
Koliate Leo Telo, a cruel event took place recently. On 6th May, 
in Uelau, some three kilometres west of Kampung of Manu Kate, 
a 17 year old known as Marcelo was assassinated by gun blasts. 
He was with three of his brothers and many other members of 
the local population who were authorised by the local authorities 
to go food-hunting. It happened when their dogs chased a deer 
into the bush, and the brothers went after the dogs. 

Near Welau, the dogs caught the deer. The boys killed it and set 
up a fire to cook the meat, Due to the smoke, a patrol from a 
company of 745 and 717 battalions operating in that zone, 
approached the fire and encircled the four unarmed boys. The 
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which denote ‘Internationalism’ - they are even 
proud of it 





platoon commander, even though he recognised the four as 
members of the local population, gave orders to shoot the four, 
emptying the magazines of their M-16s as if they were having 
an armed battle with guerillas. 

Marcelo was wounded in the abdomen and could not escape. His 
three brothers managed to escape from the tragedy. Wounded, 
Marcelo screamed in an attempt to identify himself to the soldiers 
but the latter did not stop shooting. To stop the screaming from 
the wounded boy, the commander ordered the launch of a hand 
grenade which finally killed him. As if that was not enough, to 
reveal the monstrous nature of the crimes which the Indonesian 
soldiers perform professionally, the Indonesian commander 
ordered his soldiers to lean the dead body against a trunk and he 
blasted the dead body with his gun, emptying two magazines, 
blasting the boy’s heart from his body. He did this to show his 
soldiers how to shoot a ‘GPK’ (guerilla) and their supporters. 
Afterwards they threw the body into a creek, and stoned it until 
the skull was broken. They then informed the Koramil (local 
village) that they had killed a guerilla and ordered the population 
to collect the body for burial. The 
boy’s brothers and other members of 
the population that were nearby, 
informed the authorities of the 
Kampung and Desa about the 
incident. The population was 
furious and demanded justice but the 
Indonesian authorities ignored the 
demands. The action had been well 
planned. The Indonesian 
authorities use this kind of terror to 
force the population not to support 
the guerillas. 


SUPPORT OLD ALLIES? 


In the 1940s when the Japanese 
invaded, they murdered 45,000 of 
the Timorese men, women and 
children. The Timorese were our 
allies, and fought side by side with 
Australian soldiers against the 
common enemy. Australian soldiers knew that every Jap that 
they killed in Timor, was one less that would be available to 
invade Australia. They also knew that every Jap that the 
Timorese killed, was also one that would not invade Australia. 
The FALINTIL have been doing our job on Indonesians for 
twenty years with no assistance. They have been doing our 
fighting for us, and our dying! Since the Indonesian invasion in 
1975 until the early eighties, 200,000 of the initial 500,000 
Timorese people have been killed by the invaders. Since the 
early eighties to date, the massacre of Timorese civilians has 
continued at the same rate, but we have no available figures. If 
it is another 100,000 or 200,000 is anyone’s guess, but whatever, 
it is a lot.

OUR FREEDOM? 


Postscript: On 21st August 1995, demonstrating students in 
Djakarta burned the Australian flag, and demanded that Australia 
be invaded and made the 41st province of Indonesia, to be 
renamed South Irian. 
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STAGES OF OPERATION KOMODO 
(INDONESIAN DRAGON) 


Politically, Operasi Komodo has been operating in every front. 
It infests East Timor with transmigrants from several parts of 
Indonesia to gradually destroy the Timorese political power. It 
breaks up the threads binding the Timorese society together by 
introducing multi-culture, as in Tibet, and in the Balkan States. 
It also uses the strategy of infiltration into the Timorese Catholic 
Church, which is seen as the platform of independence for East 
Timor under occupation. This is done by infiltrating the Church 
with priests from Indonesia and the 
Philippines and other parts of the world, 
with the aim of destroying the power of the 
Timorese and Portuguese priests -known 
as actively supporting the Timorese 
Resistance . The Indonesian generals 
believe that they can destabilise the 
balance of power within the Catholic 
Church through infiltration of priests that, 
culturally, do not feel any relationship to 
East Timor, This is why some Jesuit 
priests in East Timor are regarded as 
persona non grata by the Timorese people, 
whilst others are highly regarded as 
guardians of freedom for the Timorese. 
Research the Jesuit priests from Ignatious 
Loyala to Father Brennan’s connection to 
Mabo in the High Court and it reads like a 
guide to conspiracy. 


THE MONOPOLIES 


Economically, the generals of Djakarta 
have been trying all they can to hold on to 
their monopolies in East Timor. With 
advisers like Lopes da Cruz, they managed to silence certain 
sectors of the Timorese ‘assimilados’ by maintaining a 
continuous flow of Portuguese wine in order to make them ‘feel 
at home’. At the same time, the generals developed their own 
strategy to control coffee, imports of Portuguese wine, Japanese 
cars, export of sea-weed to Japan, catering, marble, tourism and 
other major industries in East Timor. On top of these, the port 
of Dili has been declared a tax free port to facilitate the import 
of goods from Singapore, Hong Kong and Japan, and take them 
to Djakarta and Bali tax free. 

Therefore, through economic and political monopolies, the 
generals of Djakarta desperately continue to implement the final 
stages of Operasi Komodo. 


EXISTING BARRIERS 


What are the existing barriers against Operasi Komodo? As the 
Timorese National Leader, Xanana Gusmao said in May ‘93: 
“Indonesian Government must now accept that it lost the battle 
in the political field.” What Xanana Gusmao means is that 
Indonesia cannot expect to conquer the hearts and minds of the 
people of East Timor. 

The church has been one of the main issues which Indonesia has 
been trying to capitalise on; on one hand, Djakarta argues in 
favour of freedom of religion, but on the other hand, it tries to

use this argument to introduce moslem faith in East Timor. With 
less than fifty thousand Moslems in East Timor introduced from 
Indonesia, the generals have already built sixteen mosques in 
East Timor. The Moslems are also those with better living 
conditions and financial power, and, as expected in Indonesia, 
those with natural political power to take advantage of whatever 
social and economic means may be available. 


SOLUTION 


Only through the principle of ‘defy and win’ can the Timorese 
people expect to see a future. When the 
Indonesian mothers no longer want to send 
their sons to die in Timor, when the 
conscripts have to be hunted by the 
Indonesian government before they are sent 
to Timor, only then will the Timorese 
people have the power to negotiate 
anything, only then will they be able to 
demand the removal of the 
trans-migrational people. The UN will 
never do anything for Timor. Timor needs 
| guerilla leaders who are convinced that 
ff military resistance will grind down the will 
of Indonesia. Because of the large oil 
resources in the Timor Sea shared with 
Australia (the Australian government has 
given a large slice of Australian territory in 
the Timor Sea to Indonesia), the 
Indonesians will never peacefully concede 
East Timor.

The East Timorese people may have some 
other allies soon. In the second week of 
September 1995, the Indonesian government approached the 
Australian government in the same way it did in 1975 regarding 
East Timor, only this time it is Papua New Guinea. The 
Indonesians have suggested to the Australian government that 
both governments intervene with a joint military force to combat 
the de-stabilisation that has been occurring in New Guinea over 
the last few years. When Indonesia made these same overtures 
regarding Timor in 1975, the Australian government refused, and 
the Indonesians took it on themselves to intervene. Twenty years 
later we will be able to see history repeat itself. It is hardly likely 
that the Australian government would join in with an Indonesian 
force to stabilise New Guinea as it would be aware that the major 
factor destabilising New Guinea is Indonesia. It has been 
involved with support to the Bougainville rebels and has an 
envious eye on Oktedi.

LONDON TO MESPOTAMIA IN FOUR DAYS 


After the attack on \8th of March 1915, the 
Turkish government and thé Germans who were 
their military advisers (to a point of controlling, 
their entire armed forces) expected the allied fleet 
to try agam. They had no ammunition or hope of 
re-supplying, they knew that the outer forts had 
fallen, and had made preparations to flee 
Constantinople but were amazed when it didn’t 
happen, Prior to this, on LOth of March back in 
London, Kitchener was not happy with the naval 
progress. He briefed lan Hamilton who was his 
choice to be in charge of the land forces m the 
Dardanelles, and he embarked for the 
Dardanelles on the 13th of March. Until this 
tithe, noL a single preparatory step had been taken 
to involve land forces in Turkey, so, equipped 
with a 1912 handbook of the Turkish Army, an 
maccurate map and a guide book to 
Constantinople.

On Good Friday 1915, shortly after being warned for 
embarkation, a party of Australians and New Zealanders decided 
that they would square a few accounts before sailing. They 
began by visiting the Haret Wasser, the street of prostitutes and 
brothels, where they ransacked one house in which they reckoned 
that they been swindled the most. By stages, the affair developed 
into a regular riot. The British Military Police, never the most 
beloved of men, were chased off, an indignity which they 
sensibly accepted! It was the men of 42nd Division East 
Lancashires who, advancing in a line with fixed bayonets, 
dispersed them. This went into the regimental history books as 
the first Battle of the Wozzer. 


LADDIES FROM LANCASHIRE 


The Australians probably didn’t want to pick a fight with the

He was a busy 
man, his six divisions of 85,000 men 
were digging and wiring and preparing 
gun emplacements at all the sensitive 
places, he had to make the most of this 
time that the British had given him. 
When he took over, he found the men 
dispersed as coastguards, his first step 
was to concentrate them into ready 
Teserves.

EASTER FESTIVITIES 


While the Anzacs were having Easter

ship. Thereupon there was a 

tremendous panic. Boats were crowded and men started jumping 

into the sea, so that 60 men were lost. The torpedo boat closed 

to within 100 yards and fired three torpedoes, all of which 

missed the ship. It then made off at full speed and was chased 

by British destroyers until it beached itself on the Turkish 

coastline, Meanwhile, the troops climbed back aboard Manitou 
and arrived safely at Mudros on the island of Lemnos. 


AUSSIES ALWAYS LIKE THE BEACH 


Ian Hamilton’s 75,000-strong force’s objective was to open a 
path for the fleet through the Narrows in the Straits of 
Dardanelles, and was not to engage in an independent campaign 
for big strategic prizes. Hamilton decided on a dual blow in the 
southern half of the peninsula, The 29th Division was to land on 
four beaches at the toe, Cape Helles, and attempt to seize Achi 
Baba. The French division was to wait in support then to send 
in a regiment to land at Kum Kale on the Asiatic side as a feint. 
The two divisions of the Australian and New Zealand Army 
Corps - whose initials were to enrich both dictionaries and 
history books with the word ANZAC -were to land north of Gaba 
Tepe, while the Royal Naval Division was to land much further 
north near Bulair as another feint. 


THE TROJAN HORSE 


Surprise was required and a Commander Unwin was inspired by 
the proximity of Troy, and he aptly made the suggestion of 
reproducing the wooden horse idea, in this case to be a sea horse. 
A coal-carrying ship, a collier, the River Clyde, was to be run 
ashore at “V” beach, full of troops. 

The attacks were timed for 23rd of April but due to bad weather, 
they were delayed until the 25th. No operation of war can 
compare with the difficulties of coordinating actions of dispersed 
bodies of men, each aimed at a different objective. Add in the 
problem that they have to rely on another service, the Navy, for 
nearly all their needs and the chances of success are looking slim. 
These circumstances can only be off-set by having a ready 
reserve and utilising the best communications, then using the 
advantage of speed of movement, when one operation is found 
to be successful and the way is open and unguarded, then it must 
be reinforced. On the other hand when it is blocked and 
determined resistance is found then they must be withdrawn. Of 
course unfortunately this did not happen! 








Hamilton did not have any communications of his own, all 
signals besides word of mouth or a_written note were organised 


*by the Navy, and they had a battle of their own to fight. One. 


thing for certain, all plans however excellent will miscarry in 
soine detail, and any inflexible rigid adherence to plansis arecipe 
for disaster. Due to the communication problem, Hamilton 
ordered Birdwood (in charge of the Anzac operation) and 
Hunter-Weston (in charge of the Helles operation) to stay aboard 
their ships for the first 24 hours, so that he could communicate 
with them on the ships’ radio. The result of this idea was 
disastrous. Hamilton was deafened by the ships’ guns and the 
navy required the radio for their own problems. Birdwood and 
Hunter-Weston installed in their ships, were powerless to 
influence the desperate situations that were developing on shore. 


THE 1st ANZAC DAY BEGINS 


At 1.30am, the Gaba Tepe landings by the ANZACs 
commenced. 1500 men of the covering force clambered down 
the sides of three battleships, into life-boats at the rendezvous 
five miles from the shore. The moon was just going down. Every 
man was carrying 200 rounds of ammunition, two 

empty sand bags wrapped around his 

entrenching tool and rations for 
two days (corned beef, biscuits and 
atin of tea and sugar) in cotton bags 
tied to the belt. They were towed by 
the battleships and escorted by seven 
destroyers. They moved inshore as 
silently as they could. When they were 
2.5 miles off, twelve steam driven 
picket boats from the battleships 
towed a row of life boats slowly 
tothe shore. Darknessandthe #

LOST OPPORTUNITIES 


Day was just breaking when, at 4.00am, under scattered and 
erratic rifle-fire from a few small and stupefied posts, the 
forty-eight boats were rowed across the last fifty yards until they 
touched bottom. In a headlong rush and scramble, the 
Australians swept inland. Hardly a man had fallen, but units were 
badly mixed up and things soon got worse. The next contingent 
landed from the destroyers, and they carried the advance over a 
mile inland. One small party penetrated so far that they could see 
the Straits of the Dardanelles on the other side of the peninsula 
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beyond and beneath them. This surprise landing by the Anzacs 
was an opportunity that went begging. 4,000 men had landed 
before 5.00am and another 400 before 8.00am ona shore guarded 
by only one Turkish company (300 men). The next company of 
Turks was more then a mile south, two battalions and a battery 
of artillery were four miles inland and still father away, was the 
general reserve of eight battalions and three batteries of artillery, 
commanded by the man who was instrumental in the defeat of 
the Gallipoli Campaign - Mustapha Kemal. 


COUNTER ATTACK 


He was out watching a 
regiment at training, when 
suddenly a number of 
policemen, bareheaded and 
weaponless, came running 
frantically towards him 
crying, “They come, they 
come!” “Who comes?” 
“Inglis, Inglis.” He turned to 
the regiment and asked if they had ball or blank cartridges, and 
on hearing that they had ball, “Yes, allright. Forward!” Leading 
acompany himself, and leaving the rest of the regiment to follow, 
he raced to the great dividing ridge of Chunuk Bair in time (about 
10.00am) to cross the crest and check the leading Australians as 
they were climbing up the steep slopes on the west side. 

Until now, barely 500 Turks had been available to hold up 8,000 
Australians, but henceforth, the defenders were to be constantly 
supported until by nightfall, six battalions of Turks, 5,000 men,

had been brought on to the scene. From 4.00pm onwards, they 
launched a series of counter-attacks which forced back, but failed 
to break, the ragged Australian line. Both sides had suffered 
about 2,000 casualties each, the Turks more in proportion, but 
the raw Australians were in unknown country, under fire for the 
first time and the morale effect of the shrapnel from the enemy’s 
guns was made worse by the absence of their own. 


LACKING ORGANISED LEADERSHIP 


Although 15,000 men were 
ashore by 6.00pm, the front 
was but a thin and much 
intermixed line and the beach 
was crowded with leaderless 
=| men who had drifted back, 
many because they had lost 
themselves rather than lost 





= their nerve, The sight 
confirmed the fears of their 
commanders, themselves 


well in the rear, and so 
gloomy were their reports to Birdwood, that when he landed at 
10.00pm, he sent a message to Hamilton saying, “Both my 
Divisional Commanders and Brigadiers have represented to me 
that they fear their men are thoroughly demoralised by shrapnel 
fire. If troops are to be subjected to shell fire again tomorrow 
morning, there is likely to be a fiasco... If we are to re-embark it 
must be at once.” All available boats were ordered to be sent to 
the beach. 


John Dillenger’s Memoirs

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Only by fluke did the message ever reach the 
Commander-in-Chief fan Hamilton, for in the hurry it was not 
addressed to anyone, but being thrust into the hands of the beach 
master who was going out to the 
flag-ship, he handed it to Admiral 
Thursby. After reading it, 
Thursby decided to go ashore to 
discuss the re-embarkation with 
Birdwood, but at that moment the 
Queen Elizabeth, with Ian 
Hamilton on board unexpectedly 
arrived from Helles, so that 
Thursby went instead to report to 
him. Thus by a chain of happy 
mishaps, Birdwood’s grave 
message reached Hamilton in 
time. 

Tt was a difficult decision to make, 
no other guidance or information was available to him and no 
time to obtain it. If he had pulled his men offat that time, he could 
have committed them again at another unprotected part of the 
coast but he didn’t, he was probably afraid of an unprecedented 
panic with 15,000 men fighting to get on what they thought was 
the last boat. His historic reply was, “You have got through the 
difficult business. Now you have to dig, dig, dig, until you are 
safe.” Like a fresh breeze, this definite and confident order 
dispelled the rumour-laden and gloomy atmosphere on the 
beach. The rear stopped talking about the evacuation and the 
front did not know anything about it any way! 


TURKS OPPOSE IMMIGRATION 


When the morning of the 26th dawned, there was a respite from 
the real enemy, as Mustapha Kemal had no 
further reserves left to renew his 
counter-attack with, and the shrapnel wasn’t 
working as well on the Australian troops that 
were now dug-in. It was the Turks’ turn to 
suffer ‘terror’ from the fleet, especially the 
huge 15 inch guns of HMS Queen Elizabeth. 
In addition to the common shells of high 
explosive, she had been provided with some 
shrapnel shells, each weighing nearly a ton, 
Inside, they had 10,000 steel balls and it was 
calculated that they could cover one full acre 
and kill every thing in it. 


HELL IN HELLES 


The Helles landings were less fortunate for 
the allies. Although the enemy were a little 
more numerous, only two Turkish battalions 
were present in the whole area south of Achi Baba, and only two 
of the five selected landing places were covered by wire 
entanglements and machine guns. The Turks could hardly have 
been surprised. When the collier River Clyde was being 
converted into the first ever landing-ship, the spies abounded in 
Alexandria, Egypt and just in case they had missed out on the 
important details like the big doors at the front, the Egyptian 
newspapers painstakingly printed pictures with all details.

The British covering force comprised the four battalions of 
Brig-General Hare’s 86th Brigade, which, with an extra half 
battalion were to land at “V”, “W” and “X” beaches, one 
battalion at “S”, beach and two battalions 
at “Y” beach as a threat to the enemy’s 
rear. The seven and half battalions were 
the initial first wave, followed by five 
more of the main body and ultimately by 
the French division. At 5.00am, under 
cover of a heavy fleet bombardment, the 
boats being towed crept towards the 
shore. The first mischance was the slow 
progress against the current of the tows 
for “S” beach on the east flank, which 
caused those destined for the three other 
beaches to be held back until 6.00am. 
Nevertheless, the tows for “X” beach on 
the western side of the peninsula, landed 
without casualty beneath a low cliff, 
where their arrival was unexpected by the Turks and opposed 
only by a picket of 12 men. At “W” beach, it was different! It 
was the next landing eastwards and the landing parties ran into 
a well prepared death trap. Not a shot was fired as the boats 
rowed in, but as they grounded they were swept by bullets and 
the men jumping overboard were entangled in submerged wire. 
Despite heavy losses, they struggled forward, drove off the 
defenders and gained a lodgement on the cliffs. But Hare, 
gallantly exposing himself, was wounded and the effort 
subsided. Hare issued an order that deserves to survive as an 
inspiration to us all: 

“Our brigade is to have the honour to be first to land and to cover 
the disembarkation of the rest of the division. Our task will be no 
easy one. Let us carry it through in a way 
worthy of the traditions of the distinguished 
regiments of which the Fusilier Brigade is 
composed; in such a way that the men of 
Albuhera and Minden, of Delhi and 
Lucknow, may hail us as their equals in 
valour and military achievement, and that 
future historians may say of us as Napier 
said of the Fusilier Brigade at Albuhera, 
‘Nothing could stop this astonishing 
infantry’.” 

Times had changed and the machine gun 
could stop any infantry in the world.

HOT FIRE ON THE BEACH 
BUT THE IRISH FORGOT THE POTATOES 


The landings at “V” beach beside the old fort of Sedd-el-Bahr, 
fared even worse. Here, the invaders ran like gladiators into a 
gently sloping arena designed by nature and arranged by Turks, 
themselves ensconced in the surrounding seats, for butchery. 
The tows checked by the fast moving current were caught up with 
by the River Clyde, and as it grounded, hell opened up its mouth 
and yawned! The incoming boats’ oars dropped like wings of 
scorched butterflies, while the boats drifted helplessly with their 
load of dead and not yet dead.... Many jumped overboard only 
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to drown in water stained by their own wounds. Three 
companies of the Dublins who. were commanded by a 16 year 
old midshipman, were cut to pieces before they set a foot on the 
shore. (Midshipman Douglas Dixon of the Bacchantes achieved 
the unprecedented and unique distinction of being twice 
mentioned in dispatches before his sixteenth 
birthday.) Just a few gained the beach and 
found shelter beneath a low bank which was 
to mark the limit of the day’s advance. Those 
who tried to emerge from the grounded River 
Clyde and reach the shore over a bridge off 
lighters (pontoons), were greeted by a tempest 
of fire from the fort and the village. With 
courage beyond all praise, the naval parties 
erected this bridge of lighters, men falling os 
dead as they worked and promptly beingP 
replaced by others, the Munsters dashed for 
the beach and died in swathes. The remaining} 
men in the River Clyde could only wait for} 


nightfall to release them. 


DEFENDERS OUTNUMBERED 


Two companies of Turks distributed between “V” and “W” 
beaches, had checked the main British landing. “S” beach at the 
other side of Morto Bay was, like “X”, an unlikely spot and so 
guarded by just a platoon of Turks. The landing battalion got 
safely ashore and then, having had preliminary instructions to 
await the advance from the other beaches, fulfilled them to the 
letter. Its inertness however, was approved by Hunter-Weston, 
owing to an exaggerated estimate of Turkish strength. Actually 
the two intact battalions ashore at the two flank beaches, “S” and 
“X”, totalled four times the strength of the Turkish defenders of 
“vy” and “W” beaches, and by an advance inland, could have 
taken them in the rear with no foreseeable problems. 

Another two battalions of the 87th Brigade were put ashore 
safely on “X” beach by 9.00am but as they had been 


earmarked for divisional reserve, the brigadier would not 

use them unless under instructions from Hunter-Weston. 

With the total lack of communication and, on Ian 

Hamilton’s instructions, he was ship-bound for the first 24 

hours, these orders never came. So these battalions were 

employed in digging instead of fighting. 

Things were still going from bad to worse on “V” beach and 

the second wave failed to get ashore, The commander of 
a

the 88th Brigade was killed in the vain attempt. 


THEY CAME, THEY SAW, THEY 
CONQUERED 
A greater opportunity was lost on “Y” beach only three 
miles from “V” beach. 2,000 men were safely disembarked 
without a hitch and without opposition. For eleven hours 


this period, they alone were equal in numbers to all the 
Turkish forces south of Achi Baba. All day of the 25th, the 
initial success was unexploited. During that night, they 
gallantly repulsed a series of fierce attacks on their lines, then 
when the enemy in front of them was in full retreat,they calmly 
got back into their boats and sailed back to their ship. 
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Gen Sir Ian Hamilton 
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they were left undisturbed by the enemy, and throughout Pes . 


At “Y” beach, the landings had been carried out without a shot 
being fired or a Turk being discovered. Colonel Matthews 
waited for further orders. Crowds of troops were sitting about 
on the edge of the cliff and not till late afternoon did they even 
attempt to entrench. 

Towards dark, one Turkish battalion was brought up 
and launched a series of counter-attacks against the 
two British battalions, but were repeatedly beaten off. 
The bravery of the Turks has to be admired - the great 
military books dictate that attackers need to have 
greater numbers than defenders, but these Turks had 
obviously not read the book. The Turks finally fled 
in disorder soon after 7.00am, but their night assaults 
caused such loss and confusion among the defenders 
that panic spread. A string of alarmist messages were 
sent. When boats were sent for the wounded, fit men 
swarmed into them. This state continued even after 
the disappearance of the Turks. Colonel Matthews, 
who saw no response to his messages, reluctantly 
decided to follow his stragglers to the boats and by 11.30am on 
the 26th April, his whole force had re-embarked. Some hours 
later, a naval party under Lieut-Commander Keyes went ashore 
and made a prolonged search for wounded without being fired 
on, 

The only thing that can justify Colonel Matthews’ action and 
previous inaction is the utter neglect by his superior officer, 
Hunter-Weston. Throughout the twenty-nine hours on land, no 
word of any kind reached him from his divisional headquarters, 
no officer was sent to visit him, no reply was sent to his urgent 


appeals. 
























REINFORCE DEFEAT 


Ian Hamilton, deafened by the naval gunfire from the ship he was 
on, and not being able to see anything due to the smoke, found 






out from navy sources that there was a big hold-up at “V” beach, 
and he signalled to Hunter-Weston at 9.15am saying, “Would 
you like to get some more men ashore at "Y" 
beach? If so, trawlers are available". 
Hunter-Weston’s attention was glued to the 
bloody “V” beach, he mistakenly preferred 
to concentrate his efforts there.Early on the 
morning of the 26th, Ian Hamilton once more 
intervened and offered to send a French 
brigade of six battalions to “Y” beach, 
Hunter-Weston had no other thought than to 
land them at “W” beach in the face of the 
enemy. If (that small word which means so 
much) Ian Hamilton’s idea had been carried 
through, it would have been the key to the 
whole situation. We could be as certain as 
anything can be in war, that a bold advance 
from “Y” beach would have freed all the 
southern beaches that morning, ensuring a 
decisive victory for the 29th Division. It

CONCLUSION 


Could the lost opportunities have been regained? The people at 
the time would not have been able to see it, but looking back with 
hindsight, the answer would have to be “Yes”. The reason being

was confused. He records on the 25th April that

time, we could not discern where the enemy was.

HE KEPT HIS HEAD BUT HE

Von Sander’s first order was to march his 7th 
Division from the town of Gallipoli north to 


Bulair. His next step was to gallop on his horse to Bulair and 
there he stayed while the critical struggle was in progress at the 
other end of the peninsula. Not until evening would he spare any 
reinforcements from Bulair to go south, and it was 48 hours after 
the landings before he would allow general reinforcements to go 
south. This extension of opportunity was to no avail. Ian 
Hamilton’s optimism, although justified, was not shared by his 
subordinate commanders. 

Tt was not only the Anzac force that had remained passive. At 
Helles, Hunter-Weston, appreciating the weariness of his troops 
and not the weakness of the enemy, gave up on the idea of 
advancing until fresh French reinforcements could come to his 
aid. Expecting a Turkish onslaught and fearing the results, he 
issued the order, ‘every man will die at his post rather than 
retire’. This inactivity, lasted two days, and was used by the 
troops to consolidate their positions, but it allowed the Turks to 
realise what was happening and enabled them to balance up their 
deficiencies in numbers. 

The British forces had lost their advantage of surprise, and lost 
their advantage in numbers at the critical places. As the Anzacs 
and British secured their trenches, this allowed the Turks to do 
the same and left the British and Anzac forces locked in tiny cells 
only a few miles long and half a mile deep, on a dry inhospitable 
peninsula that had a landscape similar to the moon.

Sending a delegation to China 
should be unthinkable for two other reasons. First, the Chairman 
of the US Senate Foreign Relations Committee, held hearings in 
May to investigate a deeply disturbing practice occurring inside 
China. A half-dozen witnesses testified that the Chinese 
government is satisfying its need for hard cash by executing 
young prisoners and then ‘harvesting’ their organs while their 
bodies are still warm. Sue Lloyd-Roberts, a BBC reporter, and 
Harry Wu, who spent 19 years in China’s forced labour camps, 
showed the senators a shocking videotape of the actual 
executions. Standing nearby were surgical vans and medical 
teams waiting to cannibalise the bodies just moments after death. 
The organs thus extracted are sold at black-market prices to 
Westerners desperate for kidneys, hearts, livers, corneas, etc. 
The Chinese government does not seem to have any problems 
with the morals of this practice and articles in the ‘China Daily’ 
which is an official government-run newspaper, point out to the 
readers how the government is aiding there economy by selling 
the body parts of condemned prisoners. There is no cover up. 


MINOR OFFENCES GET DEATH PENALTY 


Who knows how this lucrative market for body parts has 
influenced China’s inclination to kill young men and women 
accused for various minor offences? Even without this financial 
incentive, prisoners have been executed historically for simply 
disagreeing with their government. Mr. Wu reported that he had

witnessed such an execution of a fellow inmate in 1970 who had 
merely written “Down with Chairman Mao” on a cigarette pack. 
(Late information received: In early May, Wu was arrested in 
Northern China and charged with espionage and high treason. If 
convicted, he will be sentenced to death.) Trials for car theft for 
instance, rarely take an hour, no jury of course or a defence 
lawyer, and if they are found guilty which is not a rare 
occurrence, they are executed within the hour, mainly in groups 
of three. It is very difficult to get accurate figures from the 
Bureau of Public Safety, but the figures that get bandied about 
in their own propaganda by the ‘China Daily’ indicate the figure 

is in the tens of thousands per year. 


HUMAN FOETUS AS 
HEALTH TONIC 


If that isn’t enough to turn one’s 
stomach, consider this: According 
to ‘World’ (which also reported the 
practice described above), human 
foetuses have begun to appear on 
menus of Chinese restaurants as a 
delicacy and health tonic. This 
account was cited: 

To investigate widespread rumours 
that unborn human beings were 
} being sought and eaten to improve 
complexions and promote general 
well-being, and Eastern Express 
reporter, on 1st March, entered the 
state-run Shenzhen Health Centre 
for Women and Children and 
requested a foetus for a feigned 
Iness. A female doctor told the 
reporter the department had run out 
of foetuses, but to come back the 













































following day. 

According to the paper, the reporter returned at lunch-time. The 
doctor eventually emerged from the operating theatre holding a 
fist-sized glass bottle stuffed with thumb-sized foetuses. She 
said, “There are 10 foetuses here, all aborted this morning. You 
can take them. We area state hospital and don’t charge anything. 
Normally we doctors take them home to eat - all free. Since you 
don’t look well, you can take them.” 

Our government is well aware of the human rights record in 
China, it is not that long since those children in Tianamen Square 
were incinerated with flame throwers. Visitors to Western China 
can buy many types of back scratchers made from human arms 
and hands that originate in Tibet, it is doubtful if the past owners 
sold them willingly. Our government has full knowledge of the 
trans-migration policies that have been inflicted on Tibet. Soon 
there will be no Tibetans left, women or men, to vote for their 
own representatives. Our government is supposed to be green 
regarding the environment, they can save the animals, but forget 
to save the people. China’s record on eating the most endangered 
species is beyond par; rare monkeys, salamander and panda. 
Tiger testicles and rhino horn are very popular, both animals 
would fee) a little safer if they were taken off the menu. (Many 
years ago I had the privilege of visiting the Guangchow Zoo. 
After viewing a very grubby, flea-ridden panda, I visited the 
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reptile house. When I asked one of the workers why 80% of the 
cages were empty, he rubbed his tummy and gnashed his teeth 
as a suitable answer - I must admit, I do find the Chinese sense 
of humour their most redeeming feature.) 


NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS ARE NO PROBLEM 


Have you noticed that China is allowed to set nuclear bombs off 
in the Gobi Desert, one in May and the last one just a few weeks 
ago, and even though the Gobi is closer to Darwin than Muraruo 
is to Sydney, our government does not complain. No World 
Court complaints, no Greenpeace. Is it because China is one of 
the last bastions for communism, or is it because the banks are 
spending so many billions there to build up Chinese industry at 
the expense of everyone elses? 

It is incredible that Australia and the United States have not only 
approved United States’ support for a conference on women’s 
rights in such a country, but it has also granted ‘most favoured 
nation’ trade status to it as well. According to President Clinton 
there is no connection between China’s abuse of human rights 
and their economic, policies, These economic policies do not 
benefit Australia or the United States so we have to wonder why 
they have the policies in the first place! 


A LESBIAN LEAGUE REPRESENTS YOU? 


Since the issue of whether or not to go to China is no longer 
debatable, we must ask what the conference organisers hope to 
accomplish while they are there? What is their agenda? Why is 
it so important to go to China? What were they doing during 
those fateful 17 days? To answer these questions, we should 
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look first at who is representing us, CARMEN LAWRENCE. 
For a run-down on Carmel’s moral stance, read Edition 21. The 
official UN document which was promoted in Beijing, was 
written by a virtual Who’s Who of radical feminists and at the 
close of the conference, was signed in our name by our 
representatives. Chief among them is that veteran sexist warrior, 
Bella Abzug. Abzug headed the infamous International 
Women’s Conference in Houston which was designed to destroy 
the family back in 1977. We can thank President Jimmy Carter 
and his wife, Rosalyn, for turning that government-sponsored 
event over to the likes of Abzug, Gloria Steinem and Jane Fonda. 
So what a surprise, 18 years later, to see so many of the same 
revolutionaries making even more outrageous plans for the 
family. 

TRADITIONAL FAMILY AT RISK 
The following are some of the items discussed at Beijing: 
1)At the heart of the draft document is enormous hostility to the 
institution of the family. Marriage is seen as the root of all evil 
for women, and hence, it will be largely ignored in the 
deliberations. Everything related to traditional male and female 
relationships is despised. Men are seen as oppressors and 
exploiters whom women should regard as lifelong enemies. The 
family is also blamed for most of the violence suffered by women 
and girls. Nowhere is it acknowledged that men and women 
should be partners in the procreation, care and nurturing of 
children. Clearly, the age-old institution of the family is in for 
hard times in China and the rest of the world if they have their 
way. 
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2)Of great significance to the framers of the conference is a 
concept known as “gender feminism’. Please read carefully now. 
because this was the basis for the Beijing conference. What is 
being proposed is a new way of looking at human sexuality. The 
notion that babies come into the world as male or female based 
on the size and shape of their genitalia is anathema. Sexual 
identification, they say, is something society imposes on children 
and then expects them to play out in their behaviour ever after. 
One feminist writer expressed it like this: 

“Although many people think that men and women are the 
natural expression of a genetic blueprint, gender is the product 
of human thought and culture, a social construction that creates 
the ‘true nature’ of all individuals.” 













Forget about having a choice of gender - this is a family, Mum, Dad 


and the children. 


MAKE YOUR CHOICE OF FIVE GENDERS !! 


In other words, the only biological differences between men and 
women are relatively insignificant, external features. 
Therefore, if we protect children from social and religious 
conditioning, people will be free to move into and out of existing 
genders and gender roles according to their preferences. Taking 
that concept to its illogical conclusion, the radicals want to 
dissolve the traditional roles of mothers and fathers. They also 
hope to eliminate such terms as wife, husband, son, daughter, 
sister, brother, manhood, womanhood, masculine and feminine. 
These references to sexual identity are being replaced with 
gender-neutral terms, such as parent, spouse, child and sibling. 
The ultimate goal of those who drafted the document, although 
they tried to hide it, is a plan to get rid of traditional sexuality in 
order to destroy patriarchy. Men can’t have male privileges if 
‘we deny the existence of males and females. This political 
objective is called ‘the deconstruction of gender’. 

After maleness and femaleness have been disenfranchised, 
everything related to sex will change. All household 
responsibilities will be divided 50/50 by government decree. 
Every business will be governed by strict 50/50 quotas. The 
military will also be apportioned equally between men and 
women, including ground combat assignments and any future 
selection of draftees. There will be absolutely no differences 
tolerated between the sexes. In short, the distinction between 
Masculinity and femininity will utterly disappear from the 
cultures of the world. 





3)Homosexual and iesbian rights are central to the philosophy 
driving the conference, The Lesbian Caucus played an important 
role during meetings of the ‘preparation committee’ at the United 
Nations. The Gay and Lesbian Human Rights Commission also 
issued a declaration which reads in part, 

“We, the undersigned, call upon Member States to recognise the 
right to determine one’s sexual identity; the right to control one’s 
own body, particularly in establishing intimate relationships; 
and the right to choose if, when, and with whom to bear or raise 
children as fundamental components of all human rights of all 
women regardless of sexual orientation.” 

Relating again to ‘the deconstruction of gender’ described 
above, the goal is to give members of the human family five 
genders from which to choose instead of two, When 
freed from traditional biases, a person can decide 
whether to be male, female, homosexual, lesbian or 
transgendered. Some may want to try all five in 
time. Homosexuality is considered the moral 
equivalent of heterosexuality. for women however, 
the preferred love relationship is lesbian in nature. 
In that way male oppressiveness can be negated. 
Artificial insemination is the ideal method of 
producing a pregnancy, and a lesbian partner should 
have the same parenting rights accorded historically 
to biological fathers. 

The deconstruction of gender in mainstream 
Australia is being led by the vanguard of many US 
television programs. They have included episodes 
promoting the Gender Feminist agenda, 
homosexuality and choosing one’s own sexual 
identity. These include the popular Roseanne, 
Northern Exposure, Star Trek: the Next Generation 


and Star Trek: Deep Space Nine. The message that sexual 
identity can be deconstructed and the vocations of manhood and 
womanhood are nothing but socially constructed gender roles 
can be found in children’s books and on the popular children’s 
television series Sesame Street. 

Unfortunately, there has been no effective voice to challenge the 
gender feminists within academia or within the mainstream 
media. The power of the US entertainment industry and the 
universities, not only at home but around the world, means that 
the nonsense of Gender Feminism is becoming an international 
tragedy. 


HOW CAN WE GET BACK ON TRACK? 


Well, the obvious question to ask is, “What can we do to derail 
this gender feminist juggernaut?” Unfortunately, the workload 
always comes down to the same few who are prepared to be 
called ‘extremist’ or ‘over the top’. We have to reeducate people 
to the facts of what is happening, assist them to look into their 
own goldfish bowl from the outside, educate so that we can get 
as many friends and helpers as possible.

I will tell you some of the exploits of a man of real courage so 
that it may help inspire you to find a little backbone. How do I 
know he was brave? Well, he won two VCs, the highest bravery 
award, his name was Charles Hazlitt Upham. He won the first 
VC during the Battle for Crete when the allies all but destroyed 
Hitler’s elite paratroops, even though they lost the battle. During 
the struggle for Maleme airfield, his platoon was pinned down 
by enemy machine-gun posts, with people being shot to rags 
around him, Upham kept his cool and crept forward until he was 
lying under the muzzle of the Spandau machine gun. Had he 
been detected, the Germans would have ended his career with a 
hand grenade. They didn’t, and he ended things with a well 
lobbed defensive grenade into their position. He then repeated 
the same procedure with two more posts and broke the 
Germans’ attack. As the struggle progressed over the next few 
days he was hit in the foot, and the left shoulder which made his 
left arm useless, Next day his platoon was forced to retire and 
Upham went across to warn the other platoons that were being 
cut off. As he was moving through a small olive grove, he was 
surprised by two Germans who fired at him with their Mauser 
rifles. They missed but he dropped as if shot (remember that his 
left arm was useless!) He waited until they were nearly on him 
and then leapt up and jammed his .303 in the fork of a tree so he 
could work the bolt with his good hand. He fired twice, killing 
both Germans. The second German was so close that as he fell, 
he hit his head on Upham’s rifle barrel. Most men would have 





































readers should understand that unlike modern grenades which 
can be thrown beyond their lethal range, the WWII grenade could 
not, and had to be thrown from cover otherwise the thrower 
risked being killed by his own grenade. Later in the battle, 
despite his wounds, he went forward, armed with a German 
machine gun to complete a reconnaissance. 
His mission was successful and he killed some enemy soldiers 
on the way back. Just before dawn, the battle rose to a crescendo 
and Upham was loose amongst the 
enemy vehicles with a bag full of 
grenades. He destroyed a tank and 
other vehicles which burnt 
furiously. He was wounded a third 
time by a bullet which broke his left 
arm. Weak from loss of blood, he 
was taken to the RAF to have his 
= wound dressed. This did not stop 
3 him though as he retuned to the 
battle only to be wounded a fourth 
time and was unable to move. 
When he was taken prisoner, there were only six men left. 
These a just a few of the exploits of a man of real guts and 
courage, who set a shining example for all those around him.

The sniper, to be fully professional, has to appreciate the art of 
the gun designer, the man who chooses how a firearm should be 


A sniper who has confidence in the superiority of his equipment, will operate successfully. 


YOU CAN’T HAVE TOO MUCH TEACHING 


Education is like a journey, we have to go down a few different 
toads before we know where we are going to end up. To 
understand long range sniping, we have to understand ballistics 
internal, external and terminal. Internal is from when the striker 
or cocking piece detonates the primer until the projectile leaves 
the barrel, external is from the muzzle of the barrel until it hits 
the target and terminal is from penetration until the projectile 





made. His work has to be successfully assessed by the sniper to 
enable him to choose the rifle design. The sniper who gets one 
thrown at him from the company store, has no choice. With 
sought-after professionals, that is not always the situation. Even 
if the sniper has had one thrown at him, the more he understands 
about the inherent design of that rifle, its weaknesses and its 
strengths, the better it will serve him. That is one of the first 
priorities, as later, when the calibre is chosen, then a rifle with 
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minor or. major rebuilding can be made into any calibre that the 
sniper may want if that is necessary and the time is available. 

The time has passed when a designer can work in a little box of 
a workshop and hope to produce a superior weapon, no matter 
what his mechanical ingenuity. He must have experience, 
experience under service conditions, experience with successful 
arms and also with those that have proved not so successful. He 


must have had lots of experience in marksmanship and hopefully 
would know the ‘whoppy’ sound of a bullet hitting flesh, rather 
then whacking into some clay bank or a bit of paper. He must 
have mingled with lots of users of firearms to gain their opinions. 


WHERE THERE IS ROOM FOR 
IMPROVEMENT 


Tn Australia, our new service rifle (which could become an old 
service rifle if the troops could find something reliable to replace 
it with) unfortunately was designed, not in a closet type 
workshop, but was designed in a plastic-toy factory. The last 
thing this man designed may have been a plastic entrenching tool, 
sometimes called a shovel. His job before that could have been 
a plastic tent peg, you know, the indestructible type that are 
supposed to be strong enough to beat into the bitumen but have 
a lot of trouble sinking into the sand at the beach! 

Ifa military firearm is to be successful it should be a combined 
product of the Australian soldiers who would use them, the 
,designers who would create them and the toolmakers who would 
see to it that they were manufactured to the same objective. The 
military services, the army, or even the navy, express a need for 
acertain type of firearm. The designer creates a sample that fills 
the military services’ specification, the sample is tested 
thoroughly and then changed to rectify any defects that might 
appear. When the final sample has been approved by all 
concerned, a test batch is manufactured, maybe of ten weapons. 
More than likely, at this stage many alterations will still be 
suggested and small batches will be produced reflecting these 
changes. 

When the suggestions of modifications slows down, then a larger 
quantity should be manufactured to reflect the quantity 
production of the model. This larger quantity should then be 
issued to two or more large bodies of troops in different climatic 
conditions. Further design alteration may then appear desirable 
until finally a design is approved as a standard for the 
manufacture and issue. 

This should be the system, and the only time it was ever followed 
correctly was with the Owen Gun. In every other case since long 
before Federation, the practice has been to adopt other countries’ 
designs which for better or worse, have either been purchased 
















overseas or manufactured under licence. In the main, Australia 
has been fortunate in its choice and selections such as the Lee 
Enfield No 1 Mark Ill and the SLR L1A1, both had already been 
tried and tested for many years in climatic conditions of great 
variety. ‘With its latest choice, the F88 Steyr it has not been so 
fortunate, and there are quite a few climatic areas in which it has 
still to be tested. 





j BASIC REQUIREMENTS 


Most important by far is that the 
firearm shall be strong, durable, 
reliable, accurate, and should adapt 
itself well to methods of 
my marksmanship. It should be strong 
enough to stand hard-warfare or 
wilderness, as one of my mentors 
used to say, ‘strong enough to bash 
in old ladies’ back doors’. Durable, 
to remain in perfect condition for at 
least the accuracy life of its barrel, 
and then some. Reliable, so it will always function even in 
adverse conditions. Accurate, so as to respond to all the skill in 
marksmanship that its user can possibly acquire. Its dimensions, 
feel, balance, trigger pull, and sights must meet the approval of 
our best riflemen. 

Too much emphasis cannot be placed on exterior finish and good 
smart lines, even to a degree of ornamentation. Men love such 
weapons. They will learn to know them in every detail. They 
spend much time on their care and they keep them in perfect order 
and adjustment. The soldier feels he can depend on such an arm. 
He takes pride in his skill with it, he bestows much affection on 
it, and he has been known to take it to bed with him, Thereby, 
he becomes an unparalleled fighting machine, a man combined 
with a tool to function as a killing machine. One who makes hits 
instead of misses, his morale is high, and courage is the product 
of this combination. It is similar to the bushman who depends 
on his rifle for his living, his food and his defence. He swears 
by his friend, his rifle, which is always efficient, pulling him 
through many a tight situation, reliable and loyal, year after year. 


A CRIMINAL WASTE OF TAXPAYERS 
FUNDS 


Such are the firearms that should be issued to our defence forces. 
That it isn’t, when we have a defence budget of $9.6 billion, isa 
crime. A catastrophe of national proportions, which could have 
much more significance than 20 cyclones arriving on Australia’s 
shore all at the same time. 

When the firearms issued to any military force are not superior, 
not entirely reliable, not attractive, not finely accurate, even if 
they are just mediocre, soldiers acquire no interest in them, do 
not become expert in their use, and have little faith in them. 
Armed with such firearms, they cannot be made into good 
fighting men. They cannot hit the enemy. They do not have that 
morale and courage that comes from knowing that they are 
decidedly better armed than the enemy, and are better shots. 
There is no use enlisting, clothing, feeding, training, and 
transporting a soldier to the battlefield if, in combat, he cannot 
hit the enemy. The last 25 years of warfare, have shown that the 
morale and the individual fighting qualities of the soldier have 
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been the deciding factors in Afghanistan, the Falklands, Vietnam 
-the quality, not the quantity. nor the amount of money spent on 
them. 


OUR CURRENT AMMUNITION IS AS GOOD 
AS THE WEAPON! 


In this matter of superiority we must not forget the ammunition. 
The firearm and its cartridge are a team. no matter how fine the 
one is, superior results are not obtained unless the other shows 
equal excellence. Accuracy is the first earmark of a superior 
weapon, but it will only be accurate if the ammunition is near 
perfect, 

To produce such ammunition with our present precision 
machinery means establishing a high standard of specifications 
with small tolerances, close inspection and then very thorough 
testing. This does not necessarily delay 


quantity production, even war 
production, although it does increase cost 
because it means replacement of dies and 
punches before they are entirely worn, 
and many more inspectors and machine 
operators. Our country can well afford 
this price when it means so much to the 
national safety of liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. 

The situation in Australia is presently 
chaotic with some ammunition without 
powder! When the primer is ignited, it 
puts the projectile up into the rifling 
grooves and no further. The empty case 
is cleared by the rifleman, not knowing 
that he has ‘an obstruction’ in the rifle 
barrel. The next round is rammed home, 
the rifle is fired again, this one has 
powder and it drives the bullet into the 
base of the dormant one and the pressure 
cannot escape. The rifle explodes in the 
soldiers hands! 


GOVT SUPPORT FOR 
FOREIGN 
MANUFACTURERS 


The Defence Department has had to recall ammunition from 
Australia and New Zealand, many millions of rounds, and buy 
in ammunition from Singapore and Korea. They have issued 
blank ammunition with live rounds in amongst it. The whole 
insane situation reeks of sabotage. Nothing wrecks morale and 
courage more than misfires and malfunctions. When a digger 
gets a misfire, he curses in no uncertain terms, the rifle, the 
ammunition, the factory workers, the supply department, and his 
Country for putting him in that position, and with good reason. 
On the other hand, if they hardly ever occurred, the solitary 
occurrence would merely create the impression that with their 
good ammunition, misfires do not occur more often than one in 
a million rounds, then all doubt as to the reliability is removed. 
The soldiers’ attention is directed to the duds that come from the 
other side, and the wide shots going overhead furnish a 
comparison vastly to his advantage.

SHOULD RESOURCES BE SPENT 
TRAINING THEM WELL? 


If the rifle and the ammunition are first class) when ae 
that combination a soldier whe knows histools like’ 

own hand, the trio is unbeatable. 

In some military circles of our establishment, it is thought that 
soldiers cannot be relied upon to aim accurately in battle 
situations, io estimate distance, to adjust their sights, to squeeze 
the trigger, or to care for their firearm properly, and that therefore 
the time spent in the niceties of marksmanship training and the 
money spent on superior firearms would be wasted. This 
philosophy of merely adequate training and equipment has been 
proved wrong on many occasions in distant lands, and when it is 
Australia’s turn to fight for its very existence, its homes and its 
Country, then the high qualities and standards of the men will 
still be a major requirement. 


But we the people, the tradesmen, the 
shooting enthusiast, the 
outdoorsman, the four-wheel driver, 
the gunsmith, the fox shooter, the 
farmer, even without —_—the 
government’s co-operation, we must 
all ensure that the soldier is given 
those other two components of the 
trio, the best arms and ammunition, 
Even if we get too old to use them, we 
can still train our young Australians 
for the day when their existence might 
depend on them. 


THE HEART OF THE 
MATTER 


The heart of accuracy in any 
rifle/ammunition combination is in 
the rifle barrel, In previous editions, 
we have discussed different aspects of 
barrels. In this edition, we are going 
to concentrate on what to make the 
barrel from. In the days when black 
powder was the only propellant, that is 
before about 1892, barrels in all 
small-arms were generally made of 
wrought iron, (same stuff that they made cast-iron park gates out 
of) a simple, soft, carbon steel. 
Ordnance steel was then used by the majority of manufacturers 
until the start of World War II. It proved to be a very satisfactory 
steel for all kinds of rifle barrels, it was easily machined and it 
had high tensile strength and excellent wearing qualities. Known 
to the trade as SAE No 1350, its composition was of; 

Carbon, .45 to 55 

Manganese, 1.00 to 1.30 

Phosphorus and sulphur, .05 maximum 
Afier being partly fabricated, the barrel is heat-treated to increase 
its yield point and ultimate strength, 
In more modern times, barrels are advertised as being 
chrome-moly or carbon manganese or some other term, Some 
firearm manufacturers advertise different brand names that make 
statements which, in themselves, say nothing of what it is 


gun 
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composed of, but directs the thoughts of the purchaser into 
channels which are supposed to lead him to believe that certain 
steels produce greatly increased accuracy life, or are a great deal 
more accurate than the barrels made from some other material. 
It would be untruthful to say that barrels from one steel producer 
or another is more accurate, as actual variation in average 
accuracy would most likely be due to the manufacturing methods 
and inspection, rather than to which foundry poured the same 
grade steel out of its Bessemer converter, as long as the steel that 
is used is properly heat-treated to produce the required minimum 
physical requirements and 


freedom from internal stress. 


DON’T ALWAYS 
BELIEVE THE 
ADVERTS 


Testimonies are used 
extensively to advertise certain 
makes. of barrel _ steel. 
Obviously, testimonials are not 
asource of reliable information, 
and although they may be 
stories of how great a hunting 
holiday Harvey Dick had on the 
barrel makers expense account, 
they cannot be regarded as being 
accurate indications of what the ff 
average buyer would get, never 
mind what results he would 
expect. This applies equally 
well to rifle barrels, patent 
medicines or ‘Long Jaws’ 
» telling us what to do with 
‘Vaseline’ motor oil. 

To get an idea of what steel is 
being supplied to you, there is 
numbering system = — which 
utilises four numbers for the 
alloy steels most commonly 
used in the manufacturing of 
stifle barrels. Each figure designates a certain alloying element 
as well as the quantity of the element. When steel is sold under 
this numbering prefix, the gunsmith is further assured that once 
he has determined the best steel for the purpose that he intends 
to use it for, he can re-order by number and hopefully he will get 
the same thing. 

When ordering for example AISI (American Iron and Steel 
Institute) 1040, the analysis is fully shown at a glance. The first 
figure is the number proclaiming the steel to be ‘carbon steel’. 
The second figure being a zero, means that it is not an alloy steel. 
The third and fourth figures show the average amount of carbon 
in the steel, 40 in this analysis means 40 points of carbon, or .4 
of 1% since each point is .1 of 1%. 

Another example is SAE (Society of Automotive Engineers) 
2340, The SAE indicates that it is made to SAE specifications. 
‘The first figure 2, shows it belongs to the family of nickel steels, 
since the figure 2 designates nickel. The second figure 3, shows 
the average amount of the alloying element (nickel) as 3%. The 
third and fourth figures show amount of carbon, just as the first 














































example. Thus, if a rifle barrel is described as being made of 
SAE 2340, it immediately shows the barrel is a 3% nickel alloy 
containing 40 points of carbon. 

The following table shows the numbers used commonly in alloy 
steels.

Most chrome-moly barrels are made from SAE 
or AISI 4140 4150, and 4130, 3140, 2340, 4340 or 6140, and of 
course there are many other grades that could be used in any of 
these categories. 


EROSION’S PART IN INTERNAL 
BALLISTICS 


Remember, they will call their steel a million different names, 
but when you ask for it to conform to the specification and give 
the number, that’s what you get. The United States Ordinance 
Department record that there is very little difference between 
carbon manganese and the alloys for resistance to erosion. 
Remember that word, it is important as it is not corrosion, which 
is rusting, but erosion which is best described as burnt away. 
Reading advertisements for barrels, you must not be drawn in 
with the names. It is the specification that counts, and price again 
is no way of judging that. 

Another factor related to the advertising is the standards set for 
the specification are very tight, and if they try to claim it is 
something else, they are in big trouble. What they have been 
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known to do, is advertise the steel with three different names, at 
three different prices, even though it is the same stuff. 


EVEN STAINLESS ERODES 


Stainless steel barrels first came on the shooting scene in the early 
1920s. Winchester introduced them it with 220 Swift. Stainless 
barrels had a surge of popularity at that time and they did cope 
with the corrosive primers a little better than the manganese and 
the chrome-moly, but by the end of the 1930s, with the 
introduction of non-corrosive primers, the market turned away 
from stainless for a number of reasons. It was hard to blue. 
Manufacturers had to electro-plate them with copper and then 
turn the copper black. Touch-up blue did not work on scratches 
and the stainless shone through, in the end most settled for flat 
matt black paint. The next problem was the price of course, not 
only of the barrel steel, but as stainless is a lot tougher on reamers 
and rifling tooling, that becomes a factor in the price. Even 
though stainless has a low carbon content, it is still there and 
corrosion does take place, the only difference being that you 
don’t see brown flakes, it just pits and ends up with a moon-crater 
effect. Some of the largest manufacturers claim that stainless 
steel barrels show measurably longer life with the most erosive 
of calibres, for example the 220 Swift and the 264 and 7mm 
Remington Magnum, but experience shows that they all need 
rebarrelling about the same time as a chrome moly barrel, the 
only varying factor is how hot the customer reloads are, not the 
material of the steel, Another unpredictable area, is that when 
some barrels, chrome-moly or stainless, have 6 inches of freebore 
that has been eroded away by heat from the burning powder, they 
still hang in with the accuracy, yet unpredictably, other barrels 
don’t. P O Ackley, the famous wild-catter and barrel-maker 
states, “There seems too little evidence to prove stainless wears 
any longer than other steels. Some feel it must be better, because 
it costs more, which means nothing.” 

Stainless is a very tough material to machine, it is not hard, it is 
just tough, It wears out cutting tools far quicker, because it is 
tougher. It is much more difficult for the barrel-maker to 
produce a finish on the inside of the bore as good as what he can 
achieve while he is working on a barrel which has the 
components of manganese or molybdenum which gives ease of 
cutting. 


LABORATORY TESTS HAVE PROVED ..... 


In the laboratory, technicians slit open the barrels and look at the 
bore through 20 power microscopes. When they do this, they 
find that the stainless barrels have bigger tears (not really visible 
to the naked eye) in the surface finish. This roughness leaves 
open pores and accelerates erosion, as its friction increases the 
pressure and retains more residue of bullet jacketing material, 
which increases ever so slightly with each shot. This may be why 
the theoretically tougher stainless steel sometimes gives the 
appearance of eroding quicker than the other barrels. General 
Julian Hatcher, Director of the NRA Technical Services in 1954 
said, “Some of these alloy steels gave much less barrel life than 
the regular steel. The chances are that these were the ones that 
had just the right amount of carbon in so as to cause them to have 
a lower melting point.” 

And in 1962 he said, “I have learned nothing that changes what 
I wrote in 1954... "My impression is that it’s the heat of a very 





hot charge that erodes the gun barrel and that in the very large 
charge cartridges, the heat of the gases is considerably above the 
melting point of any steel that you can use. It is when you get a 
very large charge and consequently a very hot powder gas that 
erosion gets bad." 


KNOW WHAT YOU ARE PAYING FOR 


So there you have it, you pay for what you get. You pay more 
for something that is fashionable in stainless, and you may then 
have to put flat black paint on it so that you don’t attract too much 
attention to yourself. Some people want that sort of attention but 
not me! 

Now some of the readers might be wondering at this point, why 
should I bother to know about barrel steel? Some snipers in the 
up-market end of the world, are using 300 Weatherby Magnums 
or other souped-up 300 Magnums. That they are a very good, 
long range, flat shooting calibre there is no doubt. A 178gr 
projectile at 3120 fps, still has 1787 ft/lbs of energy at 500 yards. 
These 300 Mags with powerful loads can erode a barrel away, 
so that accuracy is diminished after only 300 shots. Sometimes 
Ihave put a rifle together and do not have my loads correct, and 
then worked out the trajectory at 100, 200, 300, 400, 500, 600, 
700, 800, 900 and 1000 yards, get the picture? It takes a lot of 
shots to get to know that rifle at every range that you are going 
to need it, and of course, with such a powerful load, you are losing 
accuracy before you have satisfactorily sighted in!! In between 
jobs, you have to practice. 

You may have to change a scope or the bedding and then you 
have to do it all over again, Get it rebarrelled and you have to 
sight it in and work it up again. Some bright spark, the expert of 
the hour, will come up and say, “Yes, a 300 Magnum 
wooper-pooper is the best thing since sliced bread. It does 4,000 
feet per second with a 168 grain boat tail.” You say, “Won’t 
that erode my barrel?” He will say, “Oh no, I have got a stainless 
barrel”, or whatever. Then you can ask him what component has 
it got in the steel that prevents it from being eroded, as the hot 
gases melt all the steel that you have heard about. Then listen 
for the next burst of hot gas! At least you know!

Dear Home,

in the care of my best friend (Dick Williams). | have given him instructions that this letter is only to be forwarded when it 
has been detinitely established that | have been killed. Therefore you must not go on hoping, for that would make only the 
more cruel, the inevitable confirmation of my death. 


You must have no regrets, only a deep pride in the knowledge that one of your sons has been granted the honour of dying 
for his ideals. We must all make sacrifices, and your sacrifice is greater than mine, | give only a life which was first given 
to me by you. I give it cheerfully because | believe that a world as yet unborn, will be forever free from the terrorism, and 
tyranny and horror, which our world has known, 1am proud that our country has earned her place as a foundation member 
of the tree world, 


The benefits of this wortd will not be reaped immediately after victory. Many people will be blinded by bitterness and greed, 
many more will become apathetic through the inevitable delays and confusion. Only a comparative few will possess the 
initiative and courage and tenacity of purpose to make concrete realities out of the ideals for which we are now fighting.

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De Lisle carbine .45 


Bits inventor William De Lisle first began experimenting 
with silencer designs in 1921, constructing them for friends 
at school from empty cocoa tins, for the purpose of rabbit 
shooting. They were designed for the lower velocity .22 
ammunition, and by all accounts, were ‘very effective’. 
De Lisle had an avid interest in firearms, and continued 
experimenting with various weapons and suppressor systems for 
the majority of his life. His first rifle, designed to be constructed 
as a permanently suppressed weapon, was a semi-automatic 
Browning .22, By the time of this weapons construction, De 
Lisle had refined his theories of suppressor design and, as a 
result, this rifle contained all the features of De Lisle’s silencing 
system that were described in his patent application. A 
De Lisle later worked in the Ministry of Aircraft Production and 
patented a number of improvements in aircraft and aero engine 
design. He later invented the Wandsworth “Bunnie” incinerator, 
the self-opening ventilation fan, a garbage disposal unit, and the 
trigger system for SOE’s belt buckle pistol. One of these pistols 
assembled from De Lisle’s parts was used at the assassination of 
Reinhard Heydrich. 
The silencer featured on his experimental rifle featured a barrel 
length of around 7.5" and was enclosed, as is normal, in an outer 
casing, and the baffles formed a spiral, to allow the gasses to be 
circulated efficiently through the expansion chamber 
The overall length of the carbine was 29.3" and the action was 
modified by the addition of weight to the breech block for the 
purpose of retarding the bolt opening, and consisted of an 
enlarged thumb grip on the cocking piece. 
De Lisle’s .22 cal Browning, apart from 
the modified breech block, had the 
following specifications: 
Barrel: Approximately 7.5" 
Silencer:Approximately 12" 
Scope:Fitted with a large P.P.Co scope 
above barrel, no iron sights.

SILENCED SUB-MACHINE GUN 


De Lisle also thought that a silenced .22 cal machine carbine 
would be useful in jungle warfare where it would be an advantage 
to be able to spray an area with bullets rapidly. The advantage 
would be a light, fast weapon, with extremely light ammunition 
and almost no noise. 

He suggested a mechanism incorporating a flywheel and toggle 
joint for locking. This would enable the bolt to be very light, 
and he claimed that the bolt and flywheel would be, if anything, 
lighter that the normal type of bolt for such a weapon, 

De Lisle built a model of this system, and a 60 round magazine 
for it, consisting of waxed paper of the same width as a standard 
HYV type .22 cartridge. This was sealed into a small cardboard 
box, which could also be used as a magazine. De Lisle believed 
that a plastic box would be ideal for this purpose, since it would 
be light, strong and waterproof. 

It was designed to feed by being pushed out of the belt 
backwards, lifted up and fed forward into the barrel, and after 
feed, each link would be cut off by a knife. 

By the time this weapon was perfected, Britain was heavily 
involved in World War II and before long, De Lisle’s contacts 
in the gun trade had drawn official attention to the possible 
applications of this system to covert operations. 

After an unofficial test of the carbine, De Lisle was asked to 
fabricate a 9mm version of the rifle. Because of the ballistics of 
the 9mm cartridge, De Lisle advised 
against this, but due to the use of 9mm 
ammunition in active service, was 
prevailed upon to go ahead with the 
project. 

Attempts to reduce the velocity of the 
cartridge by drilling holes in the 
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barrel resulted in shavings being peeled off the projectile, and De 
Lisle himself considered the 9mm in a reduced velocity to have 
poor stopping power. De Lisle used a Remington sporting action 
for this project, but as he considered it to be unsuccessful, it was 
scrapped. 


NECESSITY THE MOTHER OF INVENTION 


De Lisle then continued the project with his original choice of 
calibre, the 45ACP. This cartridge was sub-sonic and the 
heavier projectile possessed much better stopping power. Tests 
for this first prototype were conducted on the beach, and reports 
indicated that at distances of over 50 yards, the sound was unlike 
that of a firearm being discharged, and was paid little, if any, 
attention. Even on a dark night no muzzle flash was visible. As 
a result of these tests, a limited number of these carbines were 
produced, using the action from the SMLE, with barrels 
converted from the Thompson SMG. 

These prototypes were built from unserviceable Mk III SMLEs, 
with only the butt, action, and rear portion of the fore-end being 
used. The carbines were put straight into action by combined 
operations and were used in demolition raids on the French coast, 
mainly for the purpose of disposing of sentries quietly. 

The ideal weapon for this system is a bolt action carbine, due to 
the fact that, as opposed to Hollywood fiction, it is virtually 
impossible to silence a semi-auto or auto-loader completely. 
Even if a theoretically perfect silencer was constructed, some 
mechanical noise will always be heard, caused by the movement 
of the bolt, and the cycling of other components. This 
mechanical process is far more pronounced in an auto-loader, 
along with the fact that the rapid cycling of the bolt results in an 
audible blast being heard from the breech. For this reason, an 
efficient silencer depends on the breech remaining locked until 
the propellant gasses have exited the barrel. This effectively

defeats the purpose of using an auto-loader in the first place. 
De Lisle’s prototypes were built, as previously mentioned, 
around the action from a Mk III SMLE, with modified Thompson 
barrels. The charger bridge was removed, anda long ejector was 
fitted into the left side of the receiver with the nib projecting into 
the boltway. The new .45 cal barrel extended more than 2" into 
the boltway, necessitating a shortened bolt body. Due to the use 
of the rimless cartridge, the face of the bolthead was recessed, 
and a special extractor fitted. The weapon used a magazine from 
a Colt M1911 pistol, with a rib welded onto the back, to engage 
the original SMLE magazine latch. A slight magazine 
modification was also affected to the lips and platform. A plate 
was inserted into the original magazine way, attached to the 
SMLE trigger guard, and a casing extended for about 1" below 
the sheet metal plate and acted as a guide for the magazine. The 
original safety catch was retained.

C) Penetration:Fire 5 rounds into 1" pine boards 
supported vertically parallel tq each other and 1" 
apart. On the average, the rounds will penetrate 
5x 1" deal boards, or a solid block of first quality 
pine 3" thick. 

A test on the effectiveness of the suppressor 
system, conducted on 21st December 1943, 
recorded by NPL noise meter at 35 yards, had 
| the following results:

9mm Mk II Sten (silenced) 91 phons 

.45 De Lisle (silenced) 95 phons

De Lisle (silenced) 85.5 phons 

The velocity screens were found to significantly increase the 
sound level of the De Lisle carbine, probably due to the greater 
calibre of the bullet. The results without the screens were a more 
realistic comparison for field conditions.

The Mk II Sten was fitted with 
the Welsilencer (I,S.R.B.). 
The 9mm ammunition used 
was 1942 Mk I Z, and gave 
lower velocities by about 250 fps than current types. This would 
mean an increase in the noise levels of both Sten guns, 
appreciably magnifying the difference between the Sten guns 
and the De Lisle. 

Later tests were conducted against the Mk II (S) Sten for 
accuracy and silencing (1944). The De Lisle proved to be less 
noisy, and gave a best 5 shot group at 20 yards. 

When De Lisle went into production it was based on the .45 cal 
Sterling instead of the SMLE used for the prototypes. The main 
differences in this model were the sporting type fore-end, the use 
of alloy (aluminium) as a silencer casing, and the lack of the 
muzzle projection beyond the silencer casing, These models also 
had a right hand twist to the barrel 

The Sterling version of the weapon was fitted with blade and 
U-type sights, equipped with luminous lines for night work, and 
had an effective range of 275 yards, at 830 fps. 

An Airborne version was built with a folding butt, which 
weighed 71b 2 1/20z and which was 2’1" in length when folded. 
Although more correctly a silenced carbine than a carbine with 
a silencer fitted, it was, without a doubt, the advanced silencer 
design which made the weapon so efficient. 


THE SILENCING SYSTEM 


As anyone who has ever used a silenced weapon knows, a 
silencer plays havoc with a firearms’ trajectory, caused mainly 
by the need for reduced powder loadings, and the use of 
sub-sonic ammunition. Thus, in spite of Hollywood’s efforts to 
the contrary, the most effective uses of a silencer remain over a 
comparatively short distance, with a comparatively heavy bullet. 
Silence depends chiefly on two factors; absence of muzzle blast 
from the weapon, and the absence of a sonic crack from the 
projectile. The accepted method of eliminating sonic crack is to 
keep the bullet velocity below that of sound. One method used 
to. overcome this is to use a cartridge which is less than half filled 
with powder, resulting in extremely irregular ballistics. The 
other, more conventional method, is to drill a number of gas vents 
in the barrel to reduce muzzle velocity. In the case of the 9mm 
round, the 115 grain bullet is fairly ineffective at such low speeds, 
and has little energy at 200 yards. 

The ultimate aim of the silencing system, therefore, is to give the 
largest possible amount of noise reduction without interfering 
with the power and ballistics of the cartridge. If one remembers 
that a completely silent firearm is an impossibility, and is 
prepared to accept the reduced range and accuracy that go with 
such a weapon, it is possible to construct a device that will reduce 
the decibel level of virtually any calibre weapon to a level that 
will not attract undue attention. Such a weapon will often not be 
heard outside of close range over normal urban noise levels, and, 
‘most importantly, will not be recognised as a firearm report if it 
is.

All silencers depend, in 
one form or another, on 
Maxims method of 
breaking up the muzzle 
blast by means of baffles * 
to break up the gas flow, 
and in this respect De 
Lisle’s system is 
conventional. The 
effectiveness of this system lies in the method used to direct the 
gas flow, and the elimination of asbestos or steel fibres as 
packing, resulting in a silencer that needs far less replacement of 
parts or repacking to retain its efficiency. 

The original unit used duralium baffles, but the absorbent 
properties of aluminium, along with it’s ease of availability make 
ita natural choice for this system. Aluminium is also suitable for 
the outer casing, or, alternatively, a length of Harley Davidson 
exhaust pipe. Although fractionally less than optimum inside 
diameter, its wall thickness helps to reduce muzzle climb, and it 
is readily available at swap meets, etc. for next to nothing. Ifyou 
do use the exhaust pipe however, be sure to remove any internal 
seams, and to polish the interior smooth to aid gas flow. 

As with any silencer, alignment with the bore is absolutely 
critical for any interior components, and straightness of threads 
and other mounting systems is vital. Silencers are nowhere near 
as simple as they first seem, and any defects could well cost you 
your life. If you doubt your ability to build it, DON’T. 

This silencer system is readily adaptable to most calibre 
weapons, and the table given below will aid in this, providing 
your goals are realistic, and you are not looking for movie-style 
effects. Remember that all high velocity cartridges will need to 
use a ported barrel to reduce velocity before reaching the baffle 
system. If you can avoid using these cartridges, do so, as British 
army tests on 9mm ammo have proven that ported barrels do take 
shavings off the projectiles.

Obviously, the longer and wider the silencer chamber is, the 
quieter the device will be. However, the silencer may be 
improvised from materials at hand without too much of a loss in 
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performance, providing tolerances are not excessively far from 
the required specifications. 

No dimensions are given here for this system due to the vast 
number of possible variations due to the optimum sizes for 
various calibres. However, good general performance can be 
obtained from a single unit 15" x 1 3/4“. All that is needed is to 
have a variety of ported barrel sections to suit the various 
calibres, 


SPECIFICATIONS 


The silencer is designed to dissipate the propellant gasses by 
means of baffles cut to form a spiral along the length of the 
silencer tubing, causing the gasses to swirl along an axis offset 
from the path of the projectile. 

The system is made more efficient by the addition of a flared 
nozzle at the muzzle end of the barrel, greatly aiding in the 
expansion of gas within the expansion chamber, and tending to 
prevent the-formation of a vacuum at the muzzle, thereby 
eliminating the cause of the muzzle crack. 

When the barrel is fitted with vents, a further sound aid should 
be provided by fitting a shield, enclosed at one end, over the vents 
and protruding backwards from the flare on the nozzle. For 
optimum efficiency, this may be constructed along the same 
means as the silencer itself, with the substitution of steel wool 
for the baffle system. The vent holes should be 1/4“ apart, with 
6 holes per row, in 4 rows. 

The path of the bullet lies offset from the centreline of the silencer 
body, so that the gas swirl created by hitting the first baffle will 
disrupt the concentration of gas that follows the projectile. Note 
that the baffles do not fit tightly into the outer tube, unlike more 
conventional suppressors. This reduces the chance that any 
unburnt powder might detonate, as well as lessening the amount 
of debris and burnt powder that normally accumulates in a 
silencer.

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As it is the pressure of the gas behind the bullet that causes it to 
‘keyhole’; the reduction of gas caused by the flared expansion 
nozzle reduces this disturbance, making the weapon more 
accurate than is normally found with a suppressed weapon 
system. The completed silencer is tough and easily cleaned, and 
has been battle tested by snipers in Borneo and New Guinea, as 
well as during the Malayan emergency. 


OUR CURRENT LAWS ARE FARCICAL 


Legislation in some Australian states prohibit silencers but do 
not define just what a silencer is, As you have gathered from the 
preceding chapters, the sonic boom, the noise of the projectile 
passing through the sound barrier, is not affected, suppressed or 
silenced by the addition of what most people would call a 
silencer. In effect, what have for years been miscalled ‘silencers’ 
through Hollywood and media mis-use are in all effect, 
modifiers. Silence is actually impossible and to prove that a 
modifier can silence a firearm to a court of law would be as 
difficult as proving that the moon is made of cream cheese. 
The factor that reduces most noise is the velocity of the 
projectile. Reduce that by either drilling holes into the walls of 
the barrel, or by using reduced loads of powder in the 
ammunition, so that the projectile never breaks the sound barrier 
(over the speed of sound, 1050 fps). Then the noise will be 
substantially reduced. This is the most silencing factor, but there 
is no legislation in any state of Australia that restricts the use of 
low velocity ammunition or restricts the modification of the 
barrel to reduce the velocity. 
If the police wish to prosecute a person for lowering the velocity 
of his ammunition they will be laughed out of Court. If on the 
other hand, the police wish to prosecute a person for owning or 
using a muffling system they can, even though, when used with 
high velocity ammunition, will not substantially reduce the 


noise, therefore it does not silence, so what is the 
crime?

there is no point It would be like someone crying foul in a 
boxing ung with no Marguis of Queensberry rules which both 
had agreed to. 

When some people talk about the laws of nature, they sometimes 
really mean things like the laws of electricity, Ohms law, the law 
of gravity, but we are talking about the law of rights and wrongs. 
and that’s why this magazine has had to get a bit deep of late. 
All people at every point of time, are subject to lols of different 
sorts of laws -gravity. atomic law ~ but there 1s only one law 
which he ts free to disobey, and that is the peoples’ law of human 
nature. If you drop him, he is subject to gravity and cannot 
disobey it, he has no choice other than to plummet the same way 
astone does.

| it and even though they twist the truth out of all shape and 
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proportion, they still try to appeal to that human sense of justice, 
the human law of nature. 


COULD IT BE CALLED CONSCIENCE? 
If they did not believe in the law of nature, you could not blame

We all have excuses, but you know when you have done 
something morally wrong, spotlighted that stag and put it in asa 
trophy, that promise that you never kept to so-so, No-one is 
exempt. I personally remember borrowing ten shillings off my 
grandmother when I was about fifteen so that I could buy a few 
bottles of beer. Itold her I would pay her back but she died before 
I got around to it, and nearly thirty five years later, I can still 
remember the colour of that ten shilling note, I can still see it in 
my hand, I can still remember the two large brown bottles, I will 
never forget the debt that I couldn’t repay. You see, I’m just the 
same as you. I have the same difficulty in 
keeping the law of human nature. 

We all make excuses, and if we did not believe 
in the law of human nature, what would be the 
point in making the excuses. We all believe in 
decency so much, we all feel that law bearing 
down of us like a ton of lead so strongly, that 
we make the excuses to shift the load, to move 
the responsibility on to someone else.

STATE CONTROL 
OVER OUR LIVES 


The child abuse laws are a 
recent (last 30 years) 
innovation. They are not 
based on centuries of human 
experience but rather on a 
statist ideology akin to 
socialism and communism. 
This philosophy assumes 
that the legitimacy of all 
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citizens’ activities is governed by the state. The state has the 
tight to define (and change at will) what is right or legitimate. 

This is a serious departure from English Law that dates back to 
the 10th century. The great English Magna Carta and the other 
Statutes of Westminster were the reinstatement of these 
freedoms of the people and the reduction of the powers of the 
state, The result was a most humane philosophy which remained 
mindful of the need for responsible government whilst giving the 
most freedom to the citizens.

civilisation the world has even known and of which we are the 
heirs. 

The child abuse laws are part of the general proliferation of laws 
and its consequent governmental intrusion into almost every 
aspect of our lives. It is a revolutionary departure from the legal 
tradition. These laws have not worked justly in the communist 
Soviet Union nor the socialist Nazi Germany. History has seen 
the demise of both. These laws are not working in Australia 
today. 


GUILTY UNTIL PROVEN GUILTY! 


Specifically, what is wrong with the child abuse laws? Firstly, 
you are prema to be guilty. If you are reported to the police 
or social workers for 
child abuse, your child 
is taken from your 
home. They do not 
have to prove that you 
are abusing your 
children, they only need 
to suspect it. You are 
not tried but punished 
immediately by the 
child’s removal from 
your home, 

The case is then taken to 
the court to determine if 
in fact you are abusing 
your children. More 
than likely you will be 
convicted of child 
abuse and may 
permanently lose 
custody of your child. 
Ultimately the court 
decides who gets the 
child, the parents or the 
Department of Family 
Services (DFS). What is wrong with this procedure? The answer 
is almost everything! Let us look at the problem in more detail. 


THE FLIMSIEST REASON IS ENOUGH 


Firstly, the social workers can take your child on mere suspicion 
of abuse. They act on anonymous information. Your neighbour 
with whom you might have had a dispute over your pets straying 
into his yard, can report you to the DFS. All he has to do is ring 
the DFS and say that you are abusing your child. He does not 
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have to give his name. It’s as simple as that. In fact, in ordinary 
community disputes, child abuse accusations are being used 
increasingly as a weapon. You do not get to face your accuser 
(or even know who he is). In fact, teachers and doctors must by 
law (mandatory reporting) report suspected child abuse. If you 
suspect some other crime in your community, there is no law 
compelling you to report it, False and malicious reports of child 
abuse are not punishable but are protected by the same laws. 


FORCEFUL REMOVAL FROM HOME 


The DFS pride themselves that they investigate all cases of 
reported child abuse. To investigate a 
reported case of abuse they will question 
your child alone over a period of time. This 
means forceful removal of the child from the 
family home, In other words, the DFS 
assume that you are guilty and act on that 
assumption. You have to prove your 
innocence. And so the family is punished, 
not for something they have done, but for 
being suspected of wrong-doing. Very often 
it is six months or more before the case is 
heard in court. Six months is a long time in 
the life of a child five, three or one year old. 
It is a long time in the life of the mother and 
father of the child without the child. 

It is quite possible that after such a long time 
(in the life of the child), he will get used to 
his foster home and will not want to return to 
his parental home (children hate being 
uprooted), This will likely be used in court 
later as an argument for keeping the child in 
foster care. The fact that the child did not 
want to be uprooted from his parental home 
in the first place, apparently is no argument 
that he should be returned to his maternal 
home. The social workers of the DFS are 
quite unfazed by this double standard. 


RESTRICTED ACCESS 


Prior to the court case, six months or more sometimes, the parents 
do not have access to their child. They might only get 1 - 2 hour 
long, strictly supervised visits fortnightly if they are lucky. This 
is significant because it is primarily the evidence of the children 
that determines the court judgment whether abuse has indeed 
taken place or not. What must be a most outrageous travesty of 
justice, the parents and their solicitors are not allowed to question 
the child about alleged abuse. Only the DFS and its solicitors 
get to question the child because it is in their custody. 

It is of course, very easy through skilful manipulation and 
pressure to get a child to say almost anything about its parents. 
And it’s just as easy for the DFS social workers to invent stories 
of abuse the child is supposed to have told about its parents. This 
‘eviderice’ cannot effectively be tested in court because children 
cannot be cross-examined. In any other court of law (other than 
the Children’s Court) such ‘evidence’ would be considered 
inadmissible (worthless). During these child questioning 
sessions, neither the accused parents nor their solicitors are 
permitted to be present. The children are simply putty in the

hands of the social workers determined to get convictions against 
the parents. 

When DFS take your child from his family home, they put him 
in foster care and the parents have no say or control over where 
the child is put. The Children’s Services Act protects both the 
social workers and foster parents in relation to your children 
making it difficult for parents to protect themselves from false 
accusations of abuse. The family is put through hell well before 
the case comes to trial in a court of law. 


INJUSTICE PREVAILS 


The battle in court for the custody of the 
child is a very uneven fight. The whole 
machinery of the state, determined to get 
a conviction, swings into action against 
the hapless parents. The social workers 
with their unlimited time and resources 
along with hospital SCAN teams 
(Suspected Child Abuse & Neglect), 
government psychologists and 
psychiatrists, JAB police (Juvenile Aid 
Bureau) etc. are all out to get a 
conviction because their jobs and 
reputations are built on the premise that 
parents abuse their own children in 
alarming proportions. The more abuse, 
the more jobs - more jobs, more 
promotion - more promotion, more 
money. 

Again, unlike the Criminal Court, the 
Children’s Court is a closed court. 
Injustice is more easily covered up when 
the media and others interested in justice 
being done are not allowed to be present 
in court. Injustice can and is, effectively 
being covered up. 


HE WHO PAYS THE PIPER, 
CALLS THE TUNE! 


The court case will cost the parents around $30,000 -$50,000, 
which means that an average family will have to sell the family 
home to pay the legal costs. If the family has no assets, they will 
be given a government Legal Aid solicitor who cannot present 
their case properly because he is insufficiently funded. Also, 
since he is being paid by the same State that opposes the parents, 
can he be trusted to work hard for justice in your case? “He who 
pays the piper, calls the tune.” 

After losing the child in a Children’s Court, the family’s ordeal 
may still not be over. The parent who has been accused of 
abusing the child may now be charged with ‘assault’ or ‘carnal 
knowledge’. Child’s ‘evidence’ used in a Children’s Court can 
then be used to convict a parent in a Criminal Court. You may 
not only lose your child but your freedom as well, all without 
facing your accuser, all without cross-examination of oral 
evidence in open court! This is why we have to help.

At around 8.00am on Wednesday, 4th January 1995, Iheard dogs 
barking and upon investigating I saw what appeared to be armed 
civilians (dressed casually in t-shirts and jeans, with pistol grips 
visibly showing above their jeans pockets) vaulting over my 
front gates. I was a bit taken aback, but not overly fearful as I 
recognised two of those ‘civilians’ as police officers, serving at 
Geraldton Police Station. An officer who turned out to be 
‘Constable Zadcovich’ said, “This is a raid”, and he waved a 
piece of yellow paper in my direction. I was, at this point, 
peering through the louvres at the front of my house. I said to 
the officer that they would have to come round to the back door 
as it was difficult to open the front door, in any case, these people 
looked like they were in a hurry.

pushing me aside. Detective Baddeley of

(the police) were searching for unlicensed 
ammunition and firearms and instructed that

prohibited weapons?” and I answered “I don’t 


think so.” On several occasions during the search, I was asked 
this same question regarding ‘prohibited weapons’. 


JINSPECIFIED DETAIL ON WARRANT 





NOTE Under the provisions of issuing warrants, it forbids the 
removal of anything other than what the warrant states. 

Constables Zadcovich, Baptista and Snr Sgt Scott searched my 
office, going through personal papers, including Confederate 
Action Party documentation, (I am branch treasurer) at this time 
I was not aware of the restrictions placed on this warrant. After 
some time, some 7.62x54mm ammo (60 rnds) were found. I had 
previously owned a Chinese ‘Mosin Ngant’ rifle, but had sold it 
some 18 months earlier. The Western Australian Firearms Act 
disallows ammunition if other than what is used in licensed 
firearms. I own firearms that use ten different calibres, some of 
which are similar (308; 6.5x55; 30:30) and I didn’t know that I 
still had that particular ammunition. 

The officers then began to search my bedroom, asking me to 





















open the cabinet that contained my firearms. These, they then 
removed and checked each rifle individually against a list that 
Snr Sgt Scott had. During the search of the bedroom, Sgt Scott 
discovered an air rifle, which I’d forgotten to license during the 
amnesty. 





Iwas then instructed to open my safe, which contained a curio 
pistol, some books on military science, and a cash box, which I 
was ordered to open. After the inspection of these items, I 
returned them all to the safe. Snr Sgt Scott continued to search 
the bedroom, turning out my wife’s underwear. My wife, Fay, 
was very angry at the way Snr Sgt Scott fondled her underwear, 
this experience made her feel embarrassed and she had had 
enough by this time, and was starting to cry. Fay told Snr Sgt 
Scott that if he broke anything on her dressing table, he, 
personally would have to pay for 
it. In later discussion I told Scott 
that that part of the search had 
been unnecessary and Scott 
replied that he was more worried 
about my wife than me, and 
feared that Fay may have a 
weapon hidden in her underwear 
- Fay is 5’4" tall, maybe there is 
something in the story about 

elephants being frightened of 
mice. 










The search then went to my 
shed. Detective Chris Baddeley ordered me to unlock the door. 
At the best of times, my shed is untidy, but after these people left, 
it was a ‘pigsty.’ Detective Chris Baddeley began to search, 
though he didn’t seem too enthusiastic, possibly because he was 
getting grubby off the junk. He then discovered two reels of det 
cord, at the same time seeing several cases of ammunition - all 
these he had placed ina pile by Sgt Scott outside the shed doors. 
Detective Chris Baddeley asked me what I was doing with the 
explosives and inquired if I had a license to possess it. Ianswered 
“No, but I do have a Miners Right.” That seemed to take the 
wind out of his sails, and he then asked where I had obtained it 
and how long ago. It seems that the law regarding explosives 
was changed recently, whereby a permit is required to obtain 
explosives and as I had obtained the det cord several years 
previously in the gold-fields, I could not be charged with 
possession without a permit. I also explained, that as I 
sometimes did a bit of prospecting, I needed to break rock. Iwas 
asked about detonators as they couldn’t find any, and I explained 
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that I would get them from another prospector or shot-firer when 
Ineeded them, and that wasn’t very often. 


JUST WHAT WERE THEY LOOKING FOR? 
During the afternoon, the police group were waiting for a 
forensic ballistic expert (bomb squad) to arrive as Baddeley had 
found some fertiliser - one bag of potassium nitrate fertiliser, and 
a bag of Dynamic Lifter (the main ingredients are chook poo). 
During the search of my safe, Detective Baddeley removed a 
plastic film containing faxed records between an Aboriginal 
representative group and various mining and other persons, with 
regard to land acquisition and other land dealings. The ‘faxed’ 
records were the property of the Geraldton branch of the 
Confederate Action Party of Australia. They had been mailed to 
the C.A.P. anonymously. After the ‘Party’ received these 
records, and viewed the contents, it was decided, because of the 
sensitive nature of these records, they be stored in my safe as I 
have previously stated, I am an office bearer of the Geraldton 
branch. I held this document in the ‘NATIONAL INTEREST” 
for and on behalf of the CONFEDERATE ACTION PARTY OF 
AUSTRALIA. Baddeley seemed to know what the document 
was and I have been charged with unlawful possession, and face 
Court on 25th August this year. You have to ask yourself, just 
who mailed them to us, and for what motive? 
The forensic ballistic expert finally arrived. This officer whom 
I believe to be Constable David Burnham, gave everything in the 
pile the once over and prepared to leave, when Detective John 
Hall arrived. Hall is the officer who prepared the warrant and he 
is from Geraldton CIB. The police group, now numbering seven 
or eight officers, appeared to have a conference of sorts. 
Constable Zadcovich emerged from my house with a hand full 
of documentation amongst which was a private letter. The

contents of the letter referred to a meeting between the writer and 
the WA police officer killed in the NCA bombing. This letter 
has yet to be returned to me. There was also another letter where 
Thad asked about a ‘rendered innactive’ SKS that I had ordered 
- being a collector, I wanted something different to hang on the 
wall. I have never received that rifle. 


AN ATTEMPT AT INTIMIDATION 

Constable Zadcovich also handed to me a document on the safe 
handling of explosives. When I opened this document there was 
a circuit diagram (Dick Smith) for a timer that I had once 
constructed as a driver unit to control the sequence of switching 
radio, TV and lights for security purposes. I believe this was an 
attempt at intimidation by a very junior officer because they 
were clutching at straws to justify their search, 

I had never been searched before, I have not yet found out 
where the information came from for Protective Services, 
Forensic Ballistics, Geraldton CIB and Police to search my home 
for Prohibited Weapons, but I have my suspicions. The Police 
left with the air rifle, sixty rounds of ammo, and documentation. 
They left behind the fertiliser, det cord, and cases of ammunition. 


WHO TELLS THE MEDIA WHICH CASES 
TO BLOW-OUT? 


Some four months later, when a friend, Wayne Tibbs, 
attended his court hearing, journalists from the West Australian 
Newspapers attended and the media news blow-out began. At 
weekend 13/14th May, The Sporting Shooters Association of 
Australia held a meeting in Adelaide. Tony Warner, the WA 
State President, rang me to stop me talking to the media as, the 
way he saw it, the media was doing a job on the SSAA as well 
and the SSAA were not to be associated with the Confederate 
Action Party. Also, the media blow-out had done damage to the 
political manoeuvring he had been involved in. By this stage of 
the conversation, I was pretty upset. I accused him and his ilk of 
having ‘shrivelled up little peas’ instead of ‘golf balls’. I said it 
was about time that shooter’s representatives should have the 
courage of their convictions, and stand up and be counted for it. 

Wayne faxed to the SSAA people in Adelaide, the statement 
by Inspector Townsend of the Geraldton Regional Office 
(police) that, “The public and the police had nothing to fear from 
the Confederate Action Party”. This statement was printed in the 
Geraldton Guardian 12th May. 

We have seen to what extent the media will go to denigrate 
anyone who has the ‘golf balls’ to stand up and be counted. 
Freedom of the press was never meant to be a tool of any one 
ideology. Unbiased journalism has to have freedom to be fair in 
reporting the truth. 

How far Australia has strayed from Truth and Justice, When it 
is all boiled down, it is just another story that is controlled from 
above. How sad it is, in a country that has never known internal 
conflict, civil unrest, or civil war, that BANK POWER and 
BANK OWNED MEDIA have replaced HONOUR, TRUTH 
and JUSTICE.

It is not easy for me to stand up here tonight and talk to 
the American people against the Democratic 
Administration.

But I 
can call upon innumerable witnesses to testify to the 
fact that during my whole public life I put patriotism 
above partisanship. And when I see danger, I say danger, that is 
the “Stop, look and listen” to the fundamental principles upon 
which this Government of ours was organised, it is difficult for 
me to refrain from speaking up.

fields of private enterprise except where necessary to develop 
public works and national resources in the common interest.” 
NRA! A vast octopus set up by government, that wound its arms 
around all the business of the country, paralysed big business, 
and choked little business to death. 

Did you read in the papers a short time ago where somebody said 
that business was going to get a breathing spell? What is the 
meaning of that? And where did the expression arise? 

T'll tell you where it comes from. It comes from the prize ring. 
When the aggressor is punching the head off the other fellow he 
suddenly takes compassion on him and he gives him a breathing 
spell before he delivers the knockout wallop. 


WASTEFUL EXTRAVAGANCE 


Here is another one: “We condemn the open and covert 
resistance of administrative officials to every effort made by 
congressional committees to curtail the extravagant 
expenditures of Government and improvident subsidies granted 
to private interest.” 


Now, just between ourselves, do you know any administrative 
officer that has tried to stop Congress from appropriating money? 
Do you think there has been any desire on the part of Congress 
to curtail appropriations? Why, not at all. The fact is that 
Congress threw them right and left -didn’t even tell what they 
were for. 


And the truth, further, is that every administrative officer sought 
to get all that he possibly could in order to expand the activities

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of his own office and throw the money of the people right and 
left. And as to subsidies, why, never at any time in the history 
of this or any other country were there so many subsidies granted 
to private groups, and on such a large scale. The fact of the matter 
is that most of the cases now pending before the United States 
Supreme Court revolve around the point whether or not it is 
proper for Congress to tax all the people to pay subsidies to a 
particular group, 

Here is another one: “We condemn the extravagance of the Farm 
Board, its disastrous action which made the Government a 
speculator of farm products, and the 
unsound policy of restricting agricultural 
products to the demand of the domestics 
markets.”’... 

What about the restriction of our agricultural 
products and the demands of the market? |} 
Why, the fact about that is that we shut out 
entirely the farm market, and by ploughing 
under corn and wheat and the destruction of [ 
foodstuffs, food from foreign countries has | 
been pouring into our American markets - 
food that should have been purchased by us 
from our own farmers, 

Tn other words, while some of the countries 
of the Old World were attempting to drive 
the wolf of hunger from the doormat, the 
United States flew in the face of God’s 


bounty and destroyed its own foodstuffs. 
‘There can be no question about that. 
Now I could go on indefinitely with some of 
the other planks. They are unimportant, and the radio time will 
not permit it, But just let me sum up this way. Regulation of the 
Stock Exchange and the repeal of the Eighteenth Amendment, 
plus one or two minor planks of the platform that in no way 
touch the daily life of our people, have been carried out, but the 
balance of the platform was thrown in the wastebasket. About 
that there can be no question. 
Let’s see how it was carried out. Make a test for yourself. Just 
get the platform of the Democratic Party, and get the platform of 
the Socialist Party, and lay them down on your dining room table, 
side by side, and get a heavy lead pencil and scratch out the word 
“Democrat,” and scratch out the word “Socialist,” and let the two 
. platforms lay there. Then study the record of the present 
Administration up to date. After you have done that, make your 
mind up to pick up the platform that more nearly squares with 
the record, and you will put your hand on the Socialist platform. 
You don’t dare touch the Democratic platform.

And incidentally, let me say, that it is not the first time in recorded 
history, that a group of men have stolen the livery of the church 
to do the work of the devil. 

Now, after studying this whole situation, you will find that that 
is at the bottom of all our troubles. This country was organised 
on the principles of representative democracy, and you can’t mix 
Socialism or Communism with that. They are like oil and 
water; they refuse to mix. And incidentally, let me say to you, 
that is the reason why the United States Supreme Court is

How do you 
suppose all this happened? Here is the way it happened. The 
young Brain Trusters caught the Socialists in swimming and 
they ran away with their clothes. 

Now, it is alright with me. It is alright to me if they want to 
disguise themselves as Norman Thomas or Karl Marx, or Lenin, 
or any of the rest of that bunch, but what I won’t stand for is to 
let them march under the banner of Jefferson, Jackson or 
Cleveland. 


“WE CAN TAKE A WALK” 


Now what is worrying me, where does that 
leave me as a Democrat? My mind is now 
fixed upon the Convention in June, in

| endorse the Democratic Administration.” 

] What happens to the disciples of Jefferson, 
Jackson and Cleveland when that resolution is 
read out? Why, for us it is a washout. There 
is only one of two things we can do. We can 
either take on the mantle of hypocrisy or we 
can take a walk, and we will probably do the 
latter. 
Now leave the platform alone for a while. 
What about this attack that has been made 
upon the fundamental institutions of this country? Who 
threatens them, and did we have any warning of the threat? Why, 
you don’t have to study party platforms. You don’t have to read 
books. You don’t have to listen to professors of economics. You 
can find the whole thing incorporated in the greatest declaration 
of political principles that ever came from the hands of man, the 
Declaration of Independence and the Constitution of the United 
States. 





CONSTITUTIONAL LIMITATIONS 


Always have in your minds that the Constitution and the first ten 
amendments to it were drafted by refugees and by the sons of 
refugees, by men with bitter memories of European oppression 
and hardship, by men who brought to this country and handed 
down to their descendants an abiding fear of the bitterness and 
all the hatred of the Old World was distilled in our Constitution 
into the purest democracy that the world has ever known. 
‘There are just three principles, and in the interest of brevity, I 
will read them. I can read them quicker than talk them. 

“First, a Federal Government, strictly limited in its power, with 
all other powers except those expressly mentioned reserved to 
the States and to the people, so as to insure State’s rights, 
guarantee home rule, and preserve freedom of individual 
initiative and local control.” 

That is simple enough. The difference between the State 
constitutions and the Federal Constitutions is that in the State you 
can do anything you want to do provided it is not prohibited by 
the Constitution. But in the Federal Government, according to 
that government, you can only do that which that Constitution 
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tells you that you can do. 

‘What is the trouble? Congress has overstepped its bounds. It 
went beyond that Constitutional limitation, and it has enacted 
laws that not only violate the home rule and the State’s right 
principle - and who says that? Do I say it? Not at all. That was 
said by the United States Supreme Court in the last ten or twelve 
days. 


CHORUS OF YES-MEN IN CONGRESS 


Secondly, the Government, with three independent branches, 
Congress to make the laws, the Executive to execute them, the 
Supreme Court, and so forth. You know that. 

In the name of Heaven, where is the independence of Congress? 
Why, they just laid right down. They are flatter on the 
Congressional floor than the rug on the table here. They 
surrendered all of their powers to the Executive, and that is the 
teason why you read in the newspapers references to Congress 
as the Rubber Stamp Congress. 

We all know that the most important bills were drafted by the 
Brain Trusters, and sent over to Congress and passed by 
Congress without consideration, without debate and, without 
meaning any offence at all to my Democratic brethren in 
Congress. I think Ican safely say without 90% of them knowing 
what was in the bills. 

That was the meaning of the list that came over, and beside 
certain bills were “Must.” What does that mean? Speaking for 
the rank and file of American people we don’t want any executive 
to tell Congress what it must do, and we don’t want any Congress 
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or the Executive jointly or severally to tell the United States 
Supreme Court what it must do! And further than that, we don’t 
want the United States Supreme Court to tell either of them what 
they must do. 

What we want, and what we insist upon, and what we are going 
to have is the absolute preservation of this balance of power 
which is the keystone, the arch upon which the whole theory of 
democratic government has. got to rest. When you rattle that, 
you rattle the whole structure. 

Of course, when our forefathers wrote the Constitution of the 
United States it couldn’t be possible that they had it in their minds 
that it was going to be all right for all time to come. So they said, 
“Now, we will provide a manner and method of amending it.” 
That is set forth in the document itself, and during our national 
life we amended it many times. We amended it once by mistake, 
and we corrected it. What did we do? We took the amendment 
out. Fine, that is the way we want to do it, by recourse to the 
people. 

But we don’t want an Administration that takes a shot at it in the 
dark and that ducks away from it and dodges away from it and 
tries to put something over in contradiction of it upon any theory 
that there is going to be a great public how! in favour of that 
something; possibly the United States Supreme Court may be 
intimidated into a friendly opinion with respect to it. 

What I have held all during my public life is that Almighty God 
is with this country, and He didn’t give us that kind of Supreme 
Court. Now this is pretty tough on me to have to go at my own 
party this way, but I submit that there is a limit to blind loyalty. 
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As a young man in the Democratic Party, I witnessed the rise and fall 
of Bryan and Bryanism, and I know exactly what Bryan did to our party. 
I knew how long it took to built it after he got finished with it. But let 
me say this to the everlasting credit of Bryan and the men that followed 
him, they had the nerve and the courage and honesty to put into the 
platform just what their leaders stood for. And they further put the 
American people into a position of making an intelligent choice when 
they went to the polls. 

Why, the fact of this whole thing - I speak now not only of the executive 
but of the legislature at the same time - that they promised one set of 
things; they repudiated that promise, and they launched off on a 
programme of action totally different. 

Well, in 25 years of experience I have known both parties to fail to carry 
out some of the planks of their platform. But this is the first time that I 
have known a party, upon such a huge scale, not only not to carry out 
the plank, but to do the directly opposite thing to what they promised. 


, SUGGESTED REMEDIES 


Now, suggestions, and I make these as a Democrat anxious for the 
success of my party, and I make them in good faith. 


No. 1: I suggest to the members of my party on Capitol Hill here in 
Washington that they take their minds off the Tuesday that follows the 
first Monday in November. Just take their minds off it to the end that 
you may do the right thing and not the expedient thing. 

Next, I suggest to them that they dig up the 1932 platform from the grave 
that they buried it in, read it over, and study it, breathe life into it, and 
follow it in legislative and executive action, to the end that they make 
good their promises to the American people when they put forth that 
platform and the candidate that stood upon it 100%. In short, make 
good! 

Next, I suggest to them that they stop compromising with the 
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fundamental principles laid down by Jackson and Jefferson and 
Cleveland. 

Fourth: Stop attempting to alter the form and structure of our 
Government without recourse to the people themselves as provided in 
their own Constitution. This country belongs to the people, and it 
doesn’t belong to any Administration. 

Next, I suggest that they read their Oath of Office to support the 
Constitution of the United States. And I ask them to remember that they 
took the oath with their hands on the Holy Bible, thereby calling upon 
God Almighty Himself to witness their solemn promise. It is bad 
enough to disappoint us. 


WASHINGTON OR MOSCOW 


Sixth: I suggest that from this moment they resolve to make the 
Constitution the Civil Bible of the United States, and pay it the same 
civil respect and reverence that they would religiously pay the Holy 
Scripture, and I ask them to read from the Holy Scripture the Parable of 
the Prodigal Son and to follow his example. 

Stop! Stop wasting your substance in a foreign land, and come back to 
your Father’s house. 

Now, in conclusion let me give this solemn warning. There can be only 
one Capitol, Washington or Moscow! There can be only one 
atmosphere of government, the clear, pure, fresh air of free America, or 
the foul breath of Communist Russia. There can be only one flag, the 
Stars and Stripes, or the Red Flag of the Godless Union of the Soviet. 
There can be only one National Anthem, The Star Spangled Banner or 
the Internationale. 

There can be only one victor. If the Constitution wins, we win. But if 
the Constitution..... stop. Stop there. The Constitution can’t lose! The 
fact is, it has already won, but the news has not reached certain ears.
